Several years after 
the death of Hamilton, killed by Burr 
in a duel, Burr visited Boston, and Mr. 
Devereux of Salem paid him some at- 
tentions. The visitor was taken to the 
Boston atheneum, where, while the 
two men were walking through the gal- | 
lery of sculpture, Mr. Devereux hap- 
pened to catch sight of a bust of Ham- 
ilton. 

The thought flashed across his mind 
that Burr might not care to be con- 
fronted with the sight of the features 


of the man he had slain. But no. Burr 


was undisturbed. He also espied the 
bust, and, although Mr. Devereux had 
instinctively turned away, he walked

J. A. Herne Succumbs to Bron- 
chitis and Pneumonia 


ON THE STAGE SINCE 1859 


Some of His Plays Brought Him Fame 
and Fortune, While With Others He 
Was Not So Successful and Lost 
Money—Had BeerBick Eight Weeks 


New York, June 3.—James A, Herne, 
the well-known actor and playwright, 
died yesterday at his home in this city 
of acute bronchitis and pneumonia, af- 
ter an illness of eight weeks. 

Mr. Herne was taken ill in Chicago 
while playing in “Sag Harbor,” a play 
of his own composition, which met with 
great success the country over. Te 
came at once to his home. He teok to 
bis bed, and never arose. It had been 
supposed for some days that he had 
been improving, but Saturday night 
there was a change for the worse, which 
resulted fatally. At his bedside when 
he passed away were Mrs. Herne, his 
three daughters and his 5-year-old son, 


JAMES A. HERNE. 
Mr. Herne was born in Troy, Feb. 1, 


1838. His first appearance on the stage 
was in the Adelphi theatre, Troy. In 
1859, when he acted the part of George 
Shelby, in “Uncle Tom's Cabin.’ He 
remained at this theatre two seasons, 
leaving it to go to the Holiday Street 
theatre, Baltimore, where he remained 
three years. 

He made the opening speech at the 
dedication of Ford's theatre, in Wash- 
ington, In which President Lineoln was 
afterward assassinated. It was about 
that time that he became leading man 
for Susan Denin, then an actress of 
great prominence. Le remained asso- 
ciated with her one year, and then went 
to California. 

July 17, 1866, Mr. Herne married 
Helen Western, a sister of Lucille 
Western, a well-known actress of the 
time, with whom he had appeared in 
leading parts, among them being that 
of Bill Sykes in “Oliver Twist. 

Mr. Herne was no less known as a 
playwright than as an actor. After 
1878 he invariably appeared in his own 
plays, assuming. of course, the leading 
parts. His first play produced was 
“Hearts of Oak,” which was first played 
in 1878, and which made a fortune for 
its author. in 1885 he produced “The 
Minute Man,” also his own, but did not 
meet with great success. “Drifting 
Apart” was next produced, but it caused 
him to lose heavily. His next play was 
“Margaret Fleming,” which opened tn 
Boston, but which did not meet with 
popular favor. “Shore Acres,” which 
brought him more fame and added to his 
fortune, was produced in May, 1892. but 
“Griffith Davenport,” which he put on 
the boards later, was not so successful. 
“Sag Harbor,” his last and perhaps 
greatest success, was first produced 
three years ago. Julie and Crystal. Mr. 
Herne’s two eldest daughters, appeared 
with him in “Sag Harbor.” 

Mr. Herne was a member of various 
organizations of persons engaged in the 
drama.

People Deprived of Freedom 
Making the Best of It. 


Incidents at the Quar- 
antine Stations. 


Prompt Measures will Prevent 
Spread of Small Pox. 


Kenneth Macbeth, the man sick with 
small pox, was removed to the pest 
house near the poor farm at midnight 
Saturday, and he is now resting com- 
fortably. A male nurse, who is an 
immune, bas been put in charge of the 
case, and will take care of the patient, 
who is being looked after by Dr. Morse, 
the expert of the State Board of 
Health. 

The house on Gordon street w here he 
was sick, and the honse on Rodman 
street where the two men, who were 
exposed are, is still under quarantine, 
and officers are on duty day and night 
to see that the quarantine is enforced. 

P. J. Williams, who is building the 
new house near the pest house, into 
which the two families will be moved, 
worked all day Sunday on the building, 
and it is expected that it will be com- 
pleted so that the two families can be 
moved in tonight. 

Twelve officers are now employed 
guarding the places under quarantine, 
but when the two families are removed 
this number can be reduced materially. 

Up to the present time no new cases 
have developed, and the prompt 
measures taken by the Board of Health 
may have stopped the spread. 

Modern methods of dealing with con- 
tagious diseases are undoubtedly con- 
sidered improvements upon those of the 
past, and the public should have no 
hesitancy in assisting the authorities in 
the rigid enfercement of every means 
deemed necessary to prevent the spread 
ot the disease, and also the stamping 
of it out where it has already made its 
appearance. 

A temporary curtailment of personal 
freedom is, at least, an inconvenience 
and may be to some the cause of con- 
siderable material loss. This, however 
should not be sufficient reason to con- 
demn the means which may save a 
whole community from a_ plague 
which, if allowed to spread would 
cause grievous suffering, and in all 
likelihood death to many who if 
properly protected from the pest may 
continue to enjoy a fulness of bodily 
health. 

To have in our midst a disease so 
loathsome and dangerous to life, is 
serious enough, and it is to the credit 
of our Board of Health that they have 
advised strict precautionary measures 
for its utter extinction. 

The holding in confinement a number 
of apparently healthy, unaffected people 
has, however; besides a serious aspect, 
a distinctly ludicrous side to it. Those 
fourteen people in 46 Rodman street 
who are now held in durance, because 
of some of them having been in contact 
with the plague stricken man, seem not 
in the least dismayed at their situa- 
tion, notwithstanding they are suffering 
for the sake of others and incurring 
considerable loss to themselves besides. 
A red flag flapping from the corner of 
the house and officers of the law 
guarding front and back,day and night, 
is something which we don’t see every 
day in this well ordered city, and the 
good people on Rodman street have 
not yet ceased to rub their eyes at the 
rare spectacle. 

It is the boy , however, that seem to 
extract the greatest amount of amuse- 
ment from it. They form io groups on 
the opposite side of the street and 
assume a seriously inquiring attitude, 
and no movement or occasion fora 
joke eludes their keen observation. 
The predicament of two young men 
domiciled in an empty room of the 
house, has atforded the youngsteis 
noend of fun. It seems the young 
men had gone to the house in order 
to make arrangements to have the 
vacant part furnished for the accommo- 
dation of one of the two and his 
fiancee, who are soon to be married. 

As these two young men had been in 
close association with the patient, 
Macbeth, they were traced to the 
house by officers and held there. Not a 
very pleasant prospect, they think. Bat 
there is the comical side to it; for be- 
tween the boys, the watchful, but 
good-natured officers, and those whose 
business it is to furnish the daily needs 
there is no lack of jests and mild 
railery. 

An empty room is not a desirable 
place for confinement, especially when 
night approaches and one feels as if a 
good bed would make amends for a 
cheerless weary day. The ever ready 
boys, however, were, with a touch of 
irony, eager to supply what comforts 
they could offer, and one bright fellow 
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was heard tu say that, if they wanted, | 
he would get a rock for them to Sleep 
on. | 

As the prisoners are not allowed to 
leave their lofty quarters, transport 
communication had to be established 
by means of a striag from the window. 
The milkman in passing up a can of 
milk enquired as to what they had 
got to hold the milk in, ‘‘our 
mouths,’’ was the assuring reply. 
Fresh meat is always a luxury when 
properly cooked, but without the 
means of cooking we have either to 
askew it altogether or resort to the 
ever ready mode of the cannibal. The 
meat man when delivering a_ sleek, 
toothsome piece, was curious to know 
how it was.to be got ready fur eating 

ithout the aid of fire. ‘‘We're going 
to fire the house’’ dryly answered the 


undaunted men. 

Coals, however, have been procured, 
which were simply shoveled over the! 
fence into the backyard, inquiring as | 
to why they were not put in the cellar! 
elicited the reply that they were not 
vaccinated and might take smallpox. 

Thus the days, at the quarantined] 
house, are spent. The boys and the 


passerby indulge ino pleasantries on 
those victims of circumstances, and 
they in return toss back, on the joking | 
passer, such wit as comes readily to! 
their minds, always taking care to 
give no offence. 

As yet, people residing on Rodman 
street are not worrying in the least 
about the state of affairs, but relying 
on the ability of the Board of Health to 
be able to confine the disease to the 
few who may have already showed 
symptoms of being affected. Vaccina- 
tion is not to be resisted if the 
physicians think it necessary as a 
check. Some have already had 
vaccine inserted into their arms.

May Go to Firemen by Going Out In 
Sympathy—Scores of Workers Not 
Previously Affillated With Unions 
Are Now Being Admitted 


Holyoke, Mass., June 4.—All but the 
two paper mills of the Whiting Paper 
company are closed. Tickets were 
posted yesterday at the different mills, 
who argued with the women workers, 
and but few of them applied for work 
in the afternoon. 

Meetings of the various unions were 
held all day and evening, and scores of 
workers not previously affiliated with 
the unions have been admitted. 

A meeting of the textile workers has 
been called for this evening, and the 
strikers confidently expect that they 
will receive their assistance in the strike. 
It is predicted that they will vote to go 
ovt In sympathy with the firemen. 
About 3000 are now affected by the 
strike, 

No More Help Wanted 

New York, June 4.—The notice posted 
in the Lackawanna depot at Hoboken 
on Saturday, stating that laborers and 
mechanics were wanted, was removed 
yesterday. Special Agent Beatty stated 
that the company had all the men it 
wanted, and that every position in the 
yard was filled. Thestriking car work- 
ers say they are sticking to their de- 
mands and are determined to continue 
the fight until the company gives up.

It was not possible 
to build the bridge without steps ex- 
cept by changing the grade of Newport 
avenue. There was no demand for a 
street grade; all that is wanted is a 
place where women and children can 
cross in safety. 

President Bryant called Councilman 
Freeman to the chair, and taking the 
floor said, twenty-five years ago there 
was only one house on Wollaston hill, 
now there were hundreds. We can not 
make children go to Beale street when 
they can cross the tracks. When the 
City charter was accepted it took away 
the right of the County Commissioners 
to order the bridge or we should have 
it teday. Ido not know where the 
Mayor's information comes from that 
people do not want it. Is it not worth 
$2,500 to save the life of one child? 

Councilman Hultman did not agree 
with the last speaker that everybody 
in Ward Five wanted the bridge. He 
had talked with several representative 
people, and there was not a unanimous 
sentiment for it, At the County 
Commissioners hearing there was a 
collapse when it was stated it was to be 
a foot bridge.

May Be Repaired tn Two Weeks 
Newport, R, L, June 5.—The Constitu- 
tion, which left here so proudly yester- 
day afternoon, with sails glistening in 
the sun and her hull bending gracefully

The trial yesterday was the second 
one given the Constitution since her ar- 
rival from Bristol, where additional 
backstays bad been rigged to strengthen 
the mast. Monday she went out ina 
good southwest breeze and set her No. 
3 Clubtopsail, carrying it without ap- 
parent effort Yesterday a new main-; 
sail was bent, and the No. 2 clubtopsail | 
set over it, but us both stretched con- 
siderably it took all the forenoon to get 
them in satisfactory shape. 

The mainsail was then hoisted and 
preparations made for a spin outside 
the harbor. The wind at the time was 
blowing about 15 or 18 knots, and, as the 
tide was strong, there was quite a lump 
of a sea in the channel at the mouth of 
the harbor. 

The No. 2 clubtopsail, however,*was 
set, and, with jib and foresail up, the 
sloop started away from her moorings 
ata lively pace. There wus more wind 
vutside the harbor, but the sea was 
smoother, and the Constitution was 
swung round and headed out to sea. 
The wind at this time was blowing about 
20 knots from the southwest, but the sea 
was not heavy. 

As the Constitution worked off shore 
she felt the wind considerably stronger, 
and stlidenly the lashings on the elub- 
topsail gave way, aud the big sail began 
to slap and swing around the topmast. 
Three seamen went aloft to clear away 
the wreckage, and send down the spars, 
This took some 10 0r15 miuutes. The 
yacht was then headed to the southeast. 
The yacht at the time was about two 
miles due south of Brenton’s Reef light- 
ship, going along at a tremendous pace 
under three lower sails, well heeled over 
in the breeze. The wind was probably 
the stiffest that the Constitution had 
ever encountered, but she stood it in 
good shape, aud made great time fora 
mile. 

Suddenly the starboard lower spread- 
er, over the end of which run two of the 
masthead spreads, made of inch steel 
wire rope, collapsed or broke off on the 
mast. This brought the strain on the 
three remaining steel shrouds, which 
gave way and almost at the same In- 
stant the big steel mast began to fall 
over the port. 

The must collapsed or bent about 
three-fifths of the way above the deck, 
or a few feet below the lower spreader, 
which broke. As it went over the top- 


mast shrouds broke that wooden spar 
in two pieces. Part of the topmast was 
saved, but some 10 feet of it went drift-

No Extrs Session of Congress

| all the time, but the doctors have been 
ou constant rounds through the hospital 
j and hundreds of patients !n the wards 
have been exposed. 

The two doctors are so ill that it has 
been found impossible to send them to 
the city isolation hospital or the pest 
house, and they will be kept In the fso- 
lation ward at the city hospital. Stren- 
uous efforts will be made to prevent the 
spread of the disease through the insti- 
tution.

Would Have Mrs. Eddy Win 
Famous Libel Suit 


LETTERS ARE INTRODUCED 


In the Effort to Show Malice on Part 
of Defendant Previous to Alleged 
Libel—Mrs. Woodbury Takes the 
Stand In Her Own Behalf 


Boston, June 5.—Mrs. Helen M. Win- 
chester of Malden, who had been a 
student under Mrs. Woodbury, was the 
last witness yesterday in the trial of 
the $150,000 libel suit brought by Mrs. 
Josephine C. Woodbury against Mrs. 
Mary Baker G,. Eddy. She testified that 
she bought a Boston Herald of June 5, 
1899, containing the alleged libellous 
but could not remember 
whether she did this of her own accord 
or at the suggestion of plaintiff. 

There was some discussion as to the 
order of evidence submitted as to the 
responsibility of Mrs. Eddy for the pub- 
lication of the alleged libelous message 
in The Herald, and pending argument 
thereon, the jury was excused, and the 
court later adjourned until today.

Previous to Mrs. Winchester’s testi- 
mony counsel for the plaintiff intro- 
duced, subject to the exceptions of the 
defense, an article written by Mrs. Eddy 
and published in the Christian Science 
Journal in May, 1897, in which she men- 
tioned the attitude of Mrs. Woodbury 
toward her and of her desire to receive 
all such acts with a spirit of Christian 
charity. ‘The interview Judge Tanna 
had with Mrs. Eddy at Concord, N. H., 
regarding Mrs. Woodbury’s article in 
The Arena, wus described. Mr. Hanna 
said he carried a copy of the magazine 
to Mrs. Eddy and offered to show it to 
her, but she declined to read it, and 
forbade witness to reply to it, as he 
asked permission to do. ‘The article 
was published three weeks before the 
alleged libellous communication was 
read to the people of the church. 

Counsel offered in evidence the by- 
laws of the church to show that Mrs. 
Eddy controls the publications of the 
church, and is therefore responsible for 
what appears in its papers and maga- 
zines. 

The court ruled that they did not show | 
such a connection as to make the de 
fendant responsible, and exceptions 
were taken. 

Continuing, Judge Hanua testified that 
the alleged libellous commmunication was 
published in the Christian Science Jour- 
nal without instructions from Mrs, Ed- 
dy, but if she had objected it would 
not have been published. 

“What,” asked counsel, “is the univer- 
sal belief among Christian Scientists 
as to Mrs. Eddy'’s relation to the 
chureh ?”’ 

“I cannot auswer that question,” wit 
ness replied. 

A statement in “Science and Health” 
was shown to witness, and he was 
asked, “Does that statement of Mrs. 
Eddy formulate your belief and the be- 
lief of other members regarding the re- 
lations of Mrs. Eddy to the Christian 
Science belief 7” 

“Speaking for myself, I can state that 
it formally expresses my belief. I can- 
not speak as to the belief of others.” 

“What belief regarding Mrs. Eddy’s 
relation to the church must a member 
of this church have in order to be a 
loyal Christian Scientist?’ 

“They are in the church tenets, to 
which members must subscribe,” 

The tenets were examined in vain to 
find any mention of Mrs. Eddy. 

“Can a person be a member of the 
church without believing that “Science 
and Health,” of which Mrs, Eddy is the 
author, is inspired by God?’ counsel 
asked, but the witness was not allowed 
to answer it. 

“You have a strong bias in this case, 
haven't you?’ 

“I should like to know what you 
mean by strong bias?’ 

The Court—You are a lawyer, Mr. 
Hanna, and you ought to be able to 
answer that question. 

Witness—I have a desire that the de- 
fendant should win this case. 


Mrs. Woodbury, the plaintiff in the 
case, took the stand, and said slie first 
met Mrs. Eddy, the defendant, in 1879, 
at the home of Mrs. Clara EB. Choate. 
In the following'year she studied Chris- 
tian Science with Mrs. Choate, and in 
1881 with Mrs. Eddy. Witness had 
taken the various degrees in the Chris- 
tian Science college, established by Mrs. 
Eddy, and graduated in 1S88S a Chris- 
tian Scientist in good standing. She 
seldom saw Mrs. Eddy, but their rela- 
tions were friendly, and she had In- 
trusted witness with many important 
matters connected with the church. 

A letter from Mrs. Eddy, in response 
to an application on the part of Mrs. 
Woodbury for admission to the mother 
church was read, dated Concord, Ny H., 
February, 1895, in which she was re- 
ferred to the church itself. The let- 
ter concluded as follows: “Remember, 
dear student, that malicious hypnotism 
is no excuse for sin. But God's love is 
sufficient to change our lives and make 
us free from moral agents.” 

The words “malicious hypnotism,” 
counsel explained, in Christian Science 
parlance means the cause of disease by 
suggestion. 

Mrs, Woodbury identified a letter she 
nad received from Mrs. Eddy en April 
8, 1895, charging the witness with ya 
rious things of which she said she had: 
never been guilty. This was introduced; 
to show mailce on the part of Mrs. Eddy 
four years before the alleced libel. A 
letter of Mrs. Woodbury to Mrs. Eddy 
and ber reply were also put in cidimnel 
Mrs. Eddy’s letter.said: “I am glad to 
know of vour Intention to prove your ip 


focence. Be of courage if you have 
right on your side. Right .will, does 
reign.” Another letter from Mrs. Ed- 
dy, reiterating her previous charges, also 
contained the initials, “M. A. M.,” whjch 
witness explained meant in Christian 
Science parlance, “Malicious animal 
magnetisni,” a term of the highest re- 
proach among Christian Scientists. 

Judge Bell wished to know how 
many more of these letters there were to 
be introduced, and Mr. Peabody said 
five or six. The court stated that he 
would take all the letters, peruse them 
at leisure and rule later. Mr. Peabody 
accepted the proposition and handed the 
letters to Judge Bell. 

Mrs. Woodbury testified that she 
abandoned the Christian Science re- 
ligion two jears ago, in April, 1899. 
That was an absolute abandonment. 

Question—You allege in your declara- 
tion that Mrs. Eddy accused you of 
possessing a power of mental action to 
cause sickness and death. Did she so 
aceuse you? 

Mr. Bartlett objected, and the ques- 
tion was withdrawn, 

The court stated to Mr. Peabody that 
on the question of malice he had allowed 
him to go way back to 1895. But com- 
ing to the question of an act alleged to 
be an act described in the libel, the at- 
torney for the plaintiff must confine 
himself to a time much closer to the al- 
leged libel. 

Mr. Peabody admitted that he was 
obliged to go back several years. He ex- 
plained that malicious animal mag- 
netism was the highest crime known to 
Christian Scientists. 

Mrs. Woodbury denied that her child 
was illegitimate, as reported. 

Court read that portion of a letter 
referring to “immaculate conception” 
and “incarnated by the devil.” 

Question—What did you say? 

Answer—I told Mrs. Eddy that her 
theory of mental generation, which she 
had taught me 15 years before, was a 
theory incarnate of the devil. 

Question—Did you, after quitting 
Christian Science, publish reflections on, 
or criticism of, Mrs. Eddy and her faith? 

Mr. Elder-—Objected.

Whittaker’s Downfall 

Fort Scott, Kan., June 5.—J. L. Whit- 
taker, for whose arrest the Boston- 
Kansas City Cattle Loan company six 
weeks ago swore out a warrant, charg- 
ing him with selling mortgaged cattle, 
has been caught 14 miles from here.

STOOD SEVERE STRAIN 


Au Unexpected Test of the 
Independence 


STEERING GEAR GAVE WAY 


Tremendous Pressure on Big Steel 
Spar and Rigging Was Easily With- 
stood—Yacht Will Doubtless Prove 
a Tough Proposition For Rivals 


Boston, June 7.—The Lawson yacht 
Independence, in her second sail trial 
yesterday, met with her first accident, 
a not very serious jumming of the steer- 
ing gear, but sufficient to stop the trial 
after an hour and a half of splendid sail- 
ing, during which she attained a speed, 
op a reach of a little over three miles, of 
1342 nautical wiles an hour. 

The accident led very unexpectedly to 
& most thorough test of the yacht’s rig 
ging and her big steel mast, through the 
sudden gibing without preventer stays 
being run back to take up the strain, 
and the result showed that it will bea 
pretty severe blow which dismasts the 
Boston yacht. 


The big boom, swung by a 15-knot 
breeze, swept over the stern of the 
yacht at a tremendous speed. Captain 


Haff being unable to prevent it, owing 
to the jamming of the steering gear. 

It was so sudden that none of the 
crew were aft with the preventer tackle, 
and the big mast had to stand the en 
tire weight of the sail aud boom as it 
fetched up. There was not a inan on 
the boat but thought that the mast 
would go, but the big steel spar stood 
the strain magnificently, and the de 
signer, the skipper and the crew have 
the greatest contidence in its ability to 
do its work. 

Previous to the accident and subse- 
quent gibing, the yacht was ziven a most 
thorough test under full sail in a strong 
breeze, and showed herself to be a won 
derful boat, especially in her ability to 
run with sheets started. Shealso went 
very fast beating to windward, and was 
thrown about by Captain Haff in some- 
thing under 

Something of a comparison could also 
be made yesterday with the Constitu- 
tion, for the newspaper men were on the 
Same tug which followed the Bristol 
boat on her trial trip. The wind and 
sea were much the saine, and the yachts 
were under similar canvas, and it cer- 
tainly seems as if the Lndependence had 
the greater speed, especially in a reach, 
which would be the main feature of a 
triangular race. 

The yacht did not reach the lower 
bay yesterday until 1 o'clock, and 10 
viinutes afterward the tow line was 
cast off from the tug, and the Indepen- 
dence filled asvay under three lower 
sails. The wind at the time was blow- 
ing about 13 knots an hour from the 
southwest, and with sheets well lifted 
she ran straight out to sea a little south 
of east. A few minutes after the gaff 
topsail was set, which sent her along a 
little faster. 

In this run ont to sea she was timed 
with considerable accuracy from a 
whistling buoy to the Boston lightship, 
a distance of 3 1-4 miles, and made it in 
15 minutes, a speed of 15 1-2 knots an 
hour. After running out some four 
miles beyond the lightship the yacht 
was sent off before the wind, with her 
sheets trimmed in, and then hauled on 
to the wind for the beat back. In the 
meantime the breeze had increased to 
15 knots, so that when Captain Haff, in 
order to give every shroud, stay and 
halyard a thorough test, sent her along 
with a good rapful, the lee rail of the 
Independence was not only awash, but 
the water was running half way up the 
deck. She footed very fast, going to 
windward, and held within 4 points of 
the breeze, although the topsail set very 
badly. 

The tug, which at this time was mak- 
ing a full 10 knots, just about her speed 
at Bristol. was unable to hold the Law- 
son boat, although in Narragansett bay 
she had been able to keep pretty well 
up with the Constitution, ‘Twice Cap- 
tain Haff put the wheel over sharply, 
and the yacht turned in something under 
2u seconds. 

After the beat back fur about four 
miles it was decided to try her dead be- 
fore the wind. The Independence wore 
round with her stern high in the air, in 
much the same manner as was done 
with the Constitution in her trial trip, 
only that the breeze yesterday was sey- 
eral knots stronger. Nothing gare way 
under the tremendons strain, and those 
on board heaved a sigh of relief. 

They all stood aghast, however, when 
they discovered that, instead of keeping 
on a straight course, the Independence 
coutinued to swing in spite of Captain 
Haff’s frantic efforts to get the wheel 
amidship. The steering gear for the 
balance rudder is a patent arrangement, 
the rudder post being turned by a long 
horizontal screw. When the wheel was 
put hard up, this screw bent slightly in 
the middle, so that the thread jammed. 
As it was e -v octed that the yacht would 
go down the wind on the starboard tack, 
go effort was made to prepare the port 
preventer backstays, sv that when the

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Assyrian Went Astray During 
a Dense Fog 


CREW HAD A CLOSE CALL 


Vessel Considered to Be a Hopeless 
Hulk—Struck Wace of Cliff and Was 

Forded Upon the Rocks—Agents Say 
That Cargo May Be Unloaded 


St. John’s, June 7.—The Leyland line 
fteamer Assyrian, Captain Dingle, from 
Antwerp for Montreal, struck the rocks 
off Cape Race just midnight. 
The crew, composed mainly of Seandi- 
Germans and Hollanders, 

and scrambled for the life- 
boats, and all

finally reached shore. 
helpless. Only the 
proximity of land on the port side, form- 
ing a partial she lter, prevented a great- 
er catastrophe. 

The crew had a most wretched ex- 
perience in the boats during the night. 
They were not aware of their position 
and there was danger of the ship's col- 
lapsing boats swamping. 

It now seems that the voyages of the 
Assyrian have ended. She was run- 
bing at full speed through the fog when 
she struck Cape Kace, and she now 
lies an almost hopeless hulk on the 
coast. For three days Captain Dingle 
had been navigating by the log, and he 
had calculated upon a course rounding 
Cape Race 50 miles south of land. ‘This 
plan, however, was frustrated by north 
erly currents. 

No fishing boats operate off Cape Race, 
owing to the danger of being run down 


by such vessels. Consequently Cap 
tain Dingle had no warning. The As- 


syrian struck at 11:40 Wednesday night. 
Land had been sighted only a minute 
before the fog was as dense as ink 
and there was no time to reduce speed. 
The ship struck witha sidelong blow. 
Another 500 yards southeast would have 
earried her clear of all obstructions aud 
enabled her to finish her voyage without 
injury. She struck the face of the 
cliff, and was forced upon the outlying 
rocks. The impact tore out the bottom 
of the two forward holds. She heeled 
ver to the starboard when her side 
rlanced against the cliff. 

The crew at first were panic-stricken, 
but after 
restored wal all precautions were taken 
to secure the safety of all on board, 
When the extent of her injuries was 
disclosed, it was seen that she was bad 
ly damaged, but would outlast any ex- 
cept a severe storm. Some of the crew 
fenred that the rear part of the ship 
would break off, and that the hull would 
go to pieces, but no mishap occurred, 
The arrival of daylight enabled Cap- 
tain Dingle to land the mate, who 
climbed the cliffs, proceeded to the Cape 
Race station, and telegraphed the news 
of the disaster. 

The very latest intelligence from the 
wreck is that the tug Favorite has ar- 
rived there with a diver, who will go 
under water today and will begin to 
discharge the cargo in the fore holds. 
The entire cargo will probably be un- 
loaded —so the agents say—as this will 
enable a more convenient handling of 
the ship, there being then no dead weight

CORRUPTION CHARGED 


In Connettion Wihh Buying of Horses 
For British la Africa 

London, June 7.—After a long and 
somewhat embittered discussion of the 
policy of the war office in buying horses 
for South Africa, the house of 
couimons last night, by a vote of 159 to 
60, voted the sum of £15,779,000 for 
transports and remounts, 

Sir Blundell Maple, Conservative, as- 
serted that British officers, who had 
been sent to Hungary and Austria, had 
purchased brokeb-down animals at ex- 
travagant prices, and divided with the 
sellers the price charged the British gov- 
ernment above the actual cost. He 
demanded the appointwent of a commis- 
sion of inquiry. 

Lord Stauley, financial secretary of 
the war office, said an inquiry would be 
made into the matter, aud he believed 
that the accusation of corruption 
brought against British otticers would 
be disproved. 

War Secretary Brodrick said the war 
otfice paid for horses in England £48, 
in Canada £30, and in Australia, the 
United States and Hungary from £20 
to £25. 

Later in the discussion Mr. Brodrick 
said a telegram had just reached him 
from Lord Kitchener announcing that 
between 50,000 and 60,000 troeps were 
now suitably mounted. The war sec- 
retary defended the good quality of the 
horses bought abroad. 

It is understood thatthe charges made 
by Sir Blundell Maple are of a very 
serious character. Itis asserted that 
in one case an officer netted £50,000 in 
the purchase of horses in Hungary. 

Dissatisfaction is said to have ex- 
isted in the colonies, because the govern- 
ment has been buying on the continent 
when colonial animals were available.

tie and designed to supplement the ex- 
cellent work accomplished for many 
years by this branch of the service. It 
is a daily memorandum of wreck, ice 
and fog reports for the north Atlantic 
and is said to be mailed every night 
except Wednesday to the branch hydro- 
graphic offices on the eastern seaboard 
at Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Norfolk and Savannah, says 
the New York Tribune. Hitherto the 
hydrographie office has published its 
monthly pilot chart of the north Atlan- 
tic, presenting graphically the condi- 
tions and positions of dangerous dere- 
licts, floating ice and other menaces to 
navigation, and this chart has been 
supplemented by weekly bulletins is- 
sued Wednesdays, giving the latest re- 
ports from incoming ships for the ben- 
efit of outward bound vessels about to 
leave ports. This information, which 
has proved of great benefit to shipmas- 
ters sailing on Saturdays, has, howev- 
er, lost some of its freshness in the 
early part of the week following, par- 
ticularly for vessels sailing from Phil- 
adelphia and Baltimore, which have a 
voyage of 36 hours before reaching the 
open sea and are often exposed to dan 
gers which have been reported in the 
meantime near the coast. The new 
daily memoranda for the present will 
be manifolded by a simple process, as 
no appropriation is available for print- 
ing. 


Artesian Water Found at Santa Fe. 

The Santa Fe New Mexican, in pub- 
lishing a dispatch from Wyoming re- 
garding the interesting discovery of 
artesian water on Sherman hill, which 
{is over 8,000 feet high, remarks that 
“Santa Fe is 1,000 feet lower than the 
spot where water was struck on Sher- 
man hill, and the day may come when 
some enterprising man will strike arte- 
sian water on the mesas at the foot of 
the range and thus open the way for 
reclaiming the fertile lands that sur- 
round this city.” It is interesting to 
rote in this connection that the United 
States geological survey through its di- 
vision of hydrography made extensive 
nvestigations last season with very 
Satisfactory results in the arid lands of 
central Califoria to determine the pos- 


| Sibility of locating wells which could 


be used for irrigation purposes. This 
Investigation was conducted at the re- 
quest and with the co-operation of the 
California Water and Forest associa- 
tion, which bore with the government 
half the expense.

The importance of Germany's mar- 
kets to the United States is set forth In 
the latest from “Commercial Relations 
of the United States,” made public the 
other day by Frederic Emory, chief of 
the bureau of foreign commerce of the 
state department. 

Consul Brundage of Aix-la-Chapelle 
says there was placed in that city 
within the last year approximately 
$250,000 worth of American machinery. 
The market for structural iron and 
hardware is large, and the best way to 
place American goods of this class is 
through the architects. 

Consul Hughes of Coburg says that 
trade in American agricultural machin- 


ery has improved greatly since the lo 
eal fale held some months ago, at 
which these articles were exhibited. 


Our tools, Mr. Hughes says, simply sell 
themselves by. their superiority of 
make, lightness, durability, ete. Amer- 
ican locks at last have been introduced 
and are considered wonderful in their 
way. 

Consul Lieber of Dusseldorf 
that several firms in that city devote 
themselves almost exclusively to the 
importation of American machine tools,

food supplies canned meats, California 
fruits, ete.. are popular. 

Consul Sawter of Glauchau says that 
the Germans regard American progress 
in the manufacturing of textiles as re- 
markable. Not only has the American 
manufacturer adopted every machine, 
loom or device known in foreign coun- 
tries that could be used to advantage, 
but more than this, he has brought in- 
genuity and enterprise to bear against 
the slower thoroughfare of the German. 
The employment of the Rabbath spin- 
dle, for instance, which makes 10,000 
revolutions per minute, has saved 
American manufacturers, It is estimat- 
ed, over $100,000,000 since Its adoption 
in 1870. The consul continues: 

“Each vear records progress in Amer- 
ica to the Germans’ regret in increas- 
ing the output of mills without a rela- 
tive increase in cost of production, and 
as no standard js considered too high 
improvements are constantly noted In 
weaving, dyeing and finishing goods 
and, in fact, in every branch of the in- 
dustry. There is no doubt that the 
American manufacturer spends more 
money than his competitors in Ger- 
many. 

“In Saxony for some months there 
have been rumors of unfavorable Euro- 
pean conditions. Manufacturers are 
keeping their factories running on ma- 
terials which, while excellent in every 
particular, lack that quality known as 
novelty, which produces rapid sale at 
good prices in America. German man- 
ufacturers are almost on the verge of 


acknowledging defeat and are ready 
and willing at this moment to take 


ideas from America. Within the past 
year American opinions have gained 
tremendous ascendancy in German and 
in European circles generally. The 
once despised American manufacture, 
the once laughed at American ideas of 
dress are now the thing, and this fact 
{s realized by the German manufactur- 
er. American women of wealth and 
position are positive people in the Eu- 
ropean markets. They know what they 
want to buy and insist on getting It. 
They reject the bizarre productions of 
German manufacturers and teach them 
how to make goods smart, effective and 
neat. Lacking new style, German 
goods are not now being sought for. 
“The reversible cloths which are 
made in the United States have become 
an article of general use in Germany, 
are extensively copied and are now the 
style in high priced goods in the Ger- 
man capital. Germany intends to hold 
her grip upon manufacturing interests 
in the market, however, and will emu- 
late American ingengity and enterprise 
untilier products again succeed.”

I have been asked several times late- 
y at what date the common English

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THOUGHT TO BE A SPY 


Italian Had Been Warned to 
Leave Barre at Once 


CONFINED BY ANARCHISTS 


Until a Woman Gave State Attorney 
an Idea of the Situation—Probably 
Too Frightened to Testify Against 


His Persecuters 


Sarre, Vt., June 15.—The granite man- 
ufacturing section of the Green Moun- 
tain state is once more agog over the 
doings of the Italian anarchists, On 
Dee. 27 last Chief of Police Brown was 
shot down by one of several anarchists 
iu ambush, and two of them have been 
sentenced to long ternis of imprisonment 
for the act, and several more are to be 
tried on the charge of assault with intent 
to kill. In March last the city was 
igain stirred by the report that a spy 
sent bere by the Italian counsel in New 
York to the anarchists, had been run 
out of town by them, carrying asa re- 
membrance, it is said, a knife wound in 
his neck. 

A woman who lives on Granite street 
called at State Attorney Tloar’s office 
yesterday. und suid that she had reason 
to believe that one of her boarders, an 
Italinn nagsed Engenio Rfsolti, was de- 
tained agaiust his will in the basement 
of the Socialists hall on Granite street, 
Several officers were sent to the place 
and Risolti was found there in company 
with several other Italians. 

He was taken to Mr. Houar’s office and 
explained that the anarchists had or- 
dered him to leave the city atonce. He 
is said to have admitted that he was in 
the employ of the Italian consul general 
in New York. 

Risolti has been arrested at the in- 
stance of Mr. Hoar, and lodged in jail 
aut Montpelier on the charge of breach 
of the pence. The idea is to hold him 
until the matter can be sifted to the 
bottom. 

It now appears that Risolti reached 
Barre two weeks ago, after having spent 
a weck nmong the Italians at Mont- 
pellier, who, he claims, to have found 
to be all right. On reaching Barre he 
mixed freely with his couutrymen, trav- 
elling from house to house as a jeweler. 
The Italians became suspicious of 
him after a little, and watched him care- 
fully. Finally he was charged with 
being a spy, and is said to have admitted 
that he was. As near as can be learned 
he was decoyed into the basement of the 
hall on Granite street Tuesday night, 
locked into a room and watched by six 
men, three sleeping while the others 
kept guard, the intent being to send him 
away today. All efforts to find out 
the exact facts have proved futile so far, 
for the Italians are all silent and the 
state attorney refuses to talk. It ap- 
pears that among those who kept guard 
over Risolti were some supposed to be 
anarchists and some supposed to be 
socialists. No names could be ascer- 
tained. It is probable that Mr. Hoar 
will cause some arrests today on the 
charge of conspiracy. He telegraphed 
the Italian consul general at New York 
last evening, saying that Risolti had 
been unmasked by the anarchists, and 
is being held so that he could testify as 
a witness. He asked the consul if he 
would assist him in sifting the matter 
to the bottom. No reply has been re- 
ceived. 

The state attorney is very anxious to 
find the authors of these warnings, 
but of course cannot prove anything 
without the testimony of Risolti, and if 
he is half as frightened as he appears 
to be, the chances are that he will not 
appear to testify against his prosecu- 
tors. lisolti is said to have told the 
state attorney that he was forcibly de- 
tained. 


Speedy Agreement Predicted 

Berlin, June 13.—Contrary to news- 
paper statements that a serious hitch 
has occurred in Pekin regarding the 
indemnity question, it is asserted in 
authoritative quarters that the negotia- 
tions are making “satisfactory prog-

Washington, June 13.—Elwood Meade, 
the well-known irrigation expert, in 
charge of irrigation investigation in the 
department ot agriculture, fell while 
attempting to board a moving street car 
last night. ‘The wheels passed over 
his right arm, necessitating its amputa- 
tion above the elbow. 


The Oregon at ’Frisco 

San Francisco, June 13.--The battle- 
ship Oregon arrived lute yesterday after- 
noon from the Orient. Preparations had 
been made to make the home-coming of 
the famous vessel a memorable one, but 
they were anticipated by the arrival 
of the vessel 24 hours earlier than she 
was expected.

Hal a Strong Card Iu Heroes of the

Boston, June 15.—-The great influx of 
delegates largely augmented the au- 
dience that filled Mechanics’ hall yes- 
terday at the various sessions of the Y.

Indentification of Chelmsford 
Murder Victim 


HER HUSBAND IS MISSING 


———— 


Had Been Married but a Short Time 
and Are Said to Have Not Lived 
Happily Because of Jealousy on 
the Part of the Husband 


Lowell, Mass., June 13.—With the 
identification yesterday of the victim 
of the Chelmsford murder as Mrs, Mar- 
garet Blondin of Lawrence, the scene 
of the investigations of the state police 
was shifted from this city to Boston, in 
the effort to find the dead woman's hus- 
band, Wilfred Blondin, 

Briefly stated, these important facts 
have been established: Blondin worked 
in Chelmsford as late as last October. 
and is known to have since visited the 
town. Mrs. Blondin was alive in Bos- 
ton, May 11, and was probably killed 
on the following day, so that the mur- 
der took place a month ago Tuesday. 
As the 11th was Saturday, and the wom- 
an was well dressed, she may have gone 
to Chelmsford with her husband to 
spend Sunday. Blondin desirtd to re- 
turn to Canada, and was believed to 
bave been married there earlier in his 
life. Yet he did not go there after the 
disappearance of his wife. 

The woman wiarried Blondin, a 
French-Canadian mill operative, last 
February. She met Blondin in Chelms- 
ford, and their courtship covered only 
n few months. ‘The marriage is be- 
lieved to have taken place in Boston. 
At all events the couple lived in Boston 
for a time. 

About two months ago Mrs. Blondin 
returned to Lawrence and visited her 
sister for a few days. It was said that 
she and her husband had separated. 
After remaining with her sister a few 
days in April she cameshere. Her sis- 
ter then learned that she had rejoined 
her husband in Boston, where they lived 
in a Green-street lodging house. 

She went to the room of her husband, 
so the landlord said, and was not seen 
thereafter. Next day her husband said 
she had gone to Canada. He disap- 
peared shortly after, and his present 
whereabouts are unknown, but the pp- 
lice express the belief that they soon 
will find lim, 

There has been considerable trouble 
between Blondin and his wife, according 
to Mrs. Bloudin’s relatives, who say 
that he was very jealous of her, besides 
treating her cruelly. 


Experienced Severe Shock 

Lawrence, Mass., June 13.-Miss 
Casey, niece of Mrs. Margaret Blondin, 
whose headless body was found in the 
Chelmsford woods, is prostrated at her 
home in this city. The shock of the 
identification of her aunt proved too 
much for her. It will be some time be- 
fore she recovers. 


What Boston Police Think 
Boston, June 13.—The police of Bos- 
ton, while interested in a general way 
in the Blondin murder at Chelmsford, 
seem confident that Blondin has gone to 
Canada. 


Objected to Taking Oath 

Richmond. June 13.—The Virginia 
constitutional convention met yester- 
day. John Goode was elected presi- 
dent. After some discussion it was de- 
cided that the members would take no 
oath. The decision of the body was in- 
fluenced by the fact that to take the oath 
of office might trammel it In dealing 
with the suffrage issue. Some of the 
members declared that they would suf- 
fer expulsion before they would be 
sworn in. 


A ‘New Torpedo Boat 

New York, June 13.—The submarine 
torpedo boat Fulton, known as No, 88, 
was successfully launched at high tide 
yesterday at Elizabeth, N. J. She was 
built by Lewis Nixon for the Ho.Jand 
Torpedo Boat company, and is similar 
in all respects to those being built at the 
Nixon yards for the United States navy. 


Hermit Murdered 

Middletown, N. Y., June 13.—The hor- 
ribly decomposed body of John Noonan, 
a hermit 50 years of age, was found in 
a hut near Slate Hill yesterday. He 
was last seen alive 10 days ago. Itis 
believed that he was robbed and mur- 
dered, as he is known to have had con- 
siderable money secreted in his hut.

Hard Ducks to Kill. 
The sereaming walloon is a hard duck 


to kill. Its hide is very tough and is 
thickly covered with feathers and 
down. Sesides the bird is a great 
diver, one of the kind that used to 


“dive at the flash’ when hunted with 
the old arm that flashed when fired, It 
is of very little value for table use, be- 
ing sotough. The only way to manage 
it at all is to skin it and parboil it ina 
big pot with plenty of water. The ne- 
groes make caps of walloon skins. 

“They are great ducks for diving, 
says a well known Tred Avon river 
progger. 

“They can dive quicker, go down 
deeper, remain under water longer and 
come up farther away than any other 
duck that frequents our waters. I re- 
member once I succeeded in killing a 
walloon, and, being short of game for 
the table, I determined to cook my 
bird. I got a negro to skin it, giving 
him tne hide for his trouble. After be- 
ing cleaned we put it in a great pot ful’ 
of water and under it kindled a hot 
fire. After awhile I wanted to see how 
the cooking of my duck progressed and 
lifted the top off the boiling pot, but 
there was so much steam escaping I 
could not see into the pot and struck a 
match over it. The blamed walloon, 
sir, dived at the flash of the match. It 
disappeared and has never been seen 
since.”’— Baltimore Sun.

The Speed Acquired by Battle- 
ship Illinois 


BREAKS WORLD'S RECORD 


Engines and Steering Gear Worked 
Smoothly and the Vessel Showed 
Remarkable Turning Ability—Has 


Greatly Exceeded Requirements 


Boston, June 13.—With the proud dis- 
tinction of being the fastest battleship 
in America, and the speediest of her 
class in the world, the new sea fighter 
Illinois lies at anchor in President 
roads, after a most successful trial. 
Over the government course, from Cape 
Aun to Cape Porpoise and return, a dis- 
tance of 66 nautical miles, she estab- 
lished a new record by maintaining an 
average speed of 17.31 knots for four | 
consecutive hours. 

Not only did she demonstrate that she 
was faster than any warship of her 
inches affoat, but she proved her ability 
to turn upon an enemy with extraordi- | 
nary quickness by describing a complete | 
circle within 300 yards, or little more 
than twice her length, in three minutes 
and ten seconds, while ploughing, 
through the sea at full speed. 

Steadiness and reserve power char- 
acterized the performance of the ship} 
throughout the severe test. The work

Exchange Notes Concerning 
the Latter’s Resignation 


IS GOING TO PHILIPPINES 


Not as an Opponent of Imperialism, 
Although He Has Hitherto Reso- 
lutely Opposed That Policy—Wisbes 


to Form Fresh Political Judgment 


Boston, June 14.—Former Governor 
Koutwell, president of the New England 
Anti-luperialist league, has made pub- 
lic a statement in connection with the 
resignation of Fiske Warren from the 
league, together with correspondence 
bearing upon the subject. 

Mr. Boutwell, in his statement, says 
he makes public the correspondence in 
order that the public may understand 
the inatter correctly. Tle says that at 
a meeting of the executive committee 
of the league, May 16, Mr. Warren spoke 
of his putpose to visit the Philippine 
islands, wud he (Boutwell) expressed 
doubt at that time as to the wisdom of 
the visit. 

In his letter to Mr. Warren, dated 
May 17, Mr. Boutwell follows up his 
suggestion made at the meeting, begin- 
ning with the following statement: 

“My observations of yesterday were 
so broken that it may be wise for me to 
supplement them with a statement of 
iy reasons for the remarks that Linade 
indicating a doubt of the wisdom of 
your visit to the Philippine islands, It 
is well known to you that I have en- 
tertained the opinion for a long time 
that the contest for the overthrow of 
the imperialistic policy is to be carried 
on, and to be determined in this country, 
and that without much reference to 
What may take place in the Philippine 
If we abstain, as an Anti-Im- 
from all participation 
domestic affairs of the island, it 
cannot be charged truthfully upon us 
that we are responsible for anything 
that nay happen there. On the other 
hand, if it is known that we are taking 
part, either openly or covertly, in the 
affairs of the islands, any untoward 
event that miay happen there will be 
charged against us, as the result of ad- 
vice that we may have given or the 
part that we may have taken in the di- 
rection of the affairs.”

Addresses by Well 
Workers In the Cause 


Known 


MEN FRJM DISTANT LANDS 


Tell of the Wonderful Progress Mace 
by the Organization—Good Results 
Accomplished by Railroad Branc, 
Which Should Be Extended 


foston, Juue 14.—‘Jubilee day,” as 
Thursday had been designated by the 
international jubilee convention of the 
Young Men's Christian association, was 
brim full of interest, and the session in 
Mechanics’ hall was, in a large degree, 
picturesque and novel, After the for- 
inal addresses had been delivered by 
Cephus Brainard of New York, president 
Faunce of Brown university and Rey. 
Francis E. Clark of the Christian En- 
deavorers, the presentation of foreign 
delegates went on again, as it will from 
time to time exch day, the vast audi- 
ence rising to its feet and welcoming 
with friendly voice and thuttering hand- 
kerchiefs, each representative from for- 
eign lands as he was presented, many 
wearing their uative costumes. 

James Stokes of New York presided, 
with Christian Philidias of Switzerland, 
whose wide knowledge of languages 
was made evident to the audience, acting 
as master of ceremonies. <A striking 
figure was that of Father Nicholas V. 
Varssilief, a delegate from Tussia, 
gowned in the deep crimson silk of his 
office, a silver chain and crucifix about 
his neck, with the sunshine lighting up 
his face and sturdy figure. 

A special jubilee service in the Old 
South Meeting House, in the chapel of 
which the first Y. M. C. A. in the United 
States was organized, 50 years ago, at 
which a commemorative tablet was un- 
veiled; a reception of more than 600 dele- 
gates by Governor Crane at the state 
house, and a special service in Faneuil 
hall, served to fill out the afternoon, 

Searcely had the meeting at the Old 
South church broken up when an equal- 
ly large gathering assembled in historic 
Faneuil hall, when the delegates listened 
to speakers from England, Germany, 
Switzerland, India and Canada, 

Josiah H. Quiney of Boston presided, 
and, us a special feature, the delegates 
were warmly welcomed by Mayor Hart 
and Lieutenant Governor Bates, ‘The 
latter went over briefly the history of 
Faneuil hall, during which he said that 
the edifice had received a new baptism 
from the delegates from all over the 
world. 

Lord Kinnaird, one of the leaders of 
the movement in England, said that one 
of the mottoes of his association was 
that “in things essential, unity; in things 
non-essential, liberty, and in all things, 
charity.” He echoed the appeal that 
rooms be set aside in every army post 
and every navy dock yard tosave young 
men from land sharks. He said that 
nations must determine to have young 
men in public life whose lives are clean. 

Dr. Kraus of Hungary then addressed 
the meeting in his native tongue, with an 
interpreter. He spoke particularly o 
Kossuth, who, years ago, had spoken in 
Faneuil hall. He thanked the dele- 
gates for an opportunity of addressing 
them, Adolph Hoffman of Geneya, 
Switzerland, reviewed briefly the work 
of the Y. M. C. A. In his country. 
Charles Fermax, also of Switzerland, 
and the first general secretary of the 
world’s committee of the Y. M. ¢ 
said that what was wanted was more 
energy and love in the work. 

L. Rallia Ram of India teld of what 
the Y. M. C. A. had accomplished in his 
country, and of the great growth of the 
movement. ‘Ten years ago there were 
but few associations and the member- 
ship was less than 300. ‘Today there 
are 137 associations, with many thou 
sand members. 

The last speaker was H. B. Ames of 
Montreal, who thanked the American 
delegates for their assistance in spread- 
ing the movement In Canada. 

The evening meeting in Mechanics’ 
hall was given over to the consideration 
of work in the railroad branch of the 
association. John J. McCook of New 
York presided, and spoke of the great 
influence of this work upon foreign na 
tions. He highly praised railroad nen 
as a class, and asserted that, in the in 
terest of economy, this work should be 
extended. 

President Tuttle of the Boston and 
Maine railroad made the principal ad 
dress of the evening. He _ strongly 
praised the devotion and interest of 
those engaged in association work 
among railraad employes and his grati- 
fication with the results accomplished. 
The railroad branch he considered the 
most important branch of the associa- 
tion. The work among railroad men, 
he said, is a business proposition, and 
must be conducted on business prin- 
ciples and financially supported. The 
railroads are willing to cont. ite, but 
the men must carry on the work,

New Theory Developed by Dr. 
W. Byron Coakley. 


EXPERIMENTS TRIED ON DOGS 


In Paper Read Before the National 
Medical Association the Chicagoan 
Tells of Success With Saline Injec- 
tions—How Organic 
Treated. 


Trouble Is 


Common salt as a cure for typhoid 
fever and other acute organic diseases 
was discussed by Dr. W. Byron Coak- 
ley of Chicago in a paper that aroused 
much interest at a recent session in St. 
Paul of the materia medica section of 
the American Medical association. 

Dr. Coakley has evolved a new theo- 
ry as the result of a series of exper!- 
ments on dogs followed with practical 
applications on human patients, says 
the Chicago Record-Herald. He de- 
clares that in acute organic diseases 
the saline injection can be administer- 
ed locally to the diseased organ with 
marked success. He has prepared an 
extensive paper on the subject, which 
he will read before the international 
medical congress at Paris. 

In the short time allowed him the 
other day Dr. Coakley gave a brief ac 
count of some of his experiments and 
the conclusions at which he had arriy- 
ed. In a large number of cases he re- 
vived dogs when life was just flutter- 
ing away, injecting a saline solution dl- 
rectly into the blood. 

In one case he bled the animal until 
heart action Lad almost ceased, then 
{Injected a hot saline solution. No {m- 
mediate effect was observed, but at the 
end of five minutes the heart began to 
beat stronger, and tn 30 minutes the 
pulse was 110 and respiration 40. The 
dog was entirely recovered in a few 
days. In another case, after bleeding 
the animal till life was almost extinct, 
the saline solution was Injected in 
three places, 15 ounces being turned on 
the brain, 30 in the left Jugular and an 
other injection in the body. The dog 
was then put in an fice bath for three 
minutes, followed by a hot salt bath. 
Its pulse speed#y ran up to 140 under 
the stimulation, then down again to 
110, but the animal recovered. 

Further, Dr. Coakley recounted ex- 
Using 
a fine needle, the Injection can be made 
without permanent injury except In the 
case of the heart. He declared that he 
had made the Injection into over 100 
lungs without injury. He found by ac 
tual experiments on living animals that 
a saline Injection In the liver rapidly 
increases the secretion of bile and that 
a marked effect on the kidneys is pro 
duced by similar treatment. 

In treating organie trouble, he said, 
the greatest possible local action fe first 
necessary, followed by the injection in 
to the general circulation. There are 
various reasons advanced why the tine- 
tion should increase metabolic activity. 
It is either by virtue of saline solution 
itself, of the heated liquid application 
or the effort of the organ to throw off 
the foreign matter. 

Dr. Coakley did not describe his ap 
plication of the saline solution to hu 
man patients, but declared that he has 
had uniform success with it and does 
not hesitate to use it. He described one 
remarkable experiment. By repeated 
trials he determined that the saline so 
lution will absorb carbonic acid gas. 
Now, 10 per cent of the gas Is deadly 
poison. He bled a dog one-third, then 
injected carbonic acid gas until the an- 
{mal was in a comatose condition, then 
revived it with the salt injection. 

Having satisfied himself, he decided 
to kill the dog and forced the gas into 
its jugular with a 35 pound pressure 
until the animal was stiff and showed 
no signs of life. He then threw it aside, 
but a few minutes later observed mo- 
tion. He picked it up and found the 
respiration normal, the pulse 80. He 
sewed the animal up, and in an hour it 
was walking about. It died some day 
afterward. 

Dr. Coakley is adverse to discussing 
the subject at this time, preferring not 
to present the full case until he reads 
the entire paper before the internation- 
al congress. Friends of Dr. Coakley at 
the Virginia, where he lives, and mem 
bers of the medical profession who 
have come in contact with him, speak 
of him in the highest terms. Dr. Coak 
ley studied at the Milwaukee Medical 
college, where he was graduated only a 
few years ago. He is a bachelor and 
still under 30 years of age. 

Honor to an American Author. 

The recent reception of Brander Mat- 
thews into the London Athenzeum club 
after 18S years of waiting for the dis- 
tinction is an honor of no mean impor- 
tance, says Harper's Bulletin of Liter- 
ary Gossip. Professor Matthews was 
originaliy nominated by Matthew Ar- 
nold nearly a score of years ago. When 
it is remembered what a long and hon- 
orable waiting list belongs to “the” 
Athenwum, ofe realizes the rarity of 
admission to its charmed and charming 
circle. Professor Matthews’ “Vignettes 
of Manhattan” {s very generally known, 
and his most recent novel, “The Action 
and the Word,” was brought out by 
the Harpers last fall. He was born in 
New Orleans and was graduated from 
Columbia college, where he is now pro- 
fessor of literature. 


Transvaal Gets New Stamps First.

Theory of Police In the Case 
of Mrs. Blondin 


LANDLADY HEARD QUARREL 


Woman Was Never Seen to Leave Her 
Apartment Afterward—Two Missing 

Would Probably Throw 

Much Light Upon the Mystery

Boston, June 14.—The theory that 
Margaret Bloudin of Lawrence was 


murdered in the Green street lodging 
house was given weight yesterday by 
an interview between police inspectors 
and Mrs, Mary Haunigan, the landlady.

ternoon, Mrs. Blondin came in from the 
street and usked Mrs, Hannigan what 
time it was. On being told, she ex- 
claimed: “My husband will kill me,” 
and ran upstairs to her room.

street door, and, in commanding tones 
requested Mrs. Hannigan to tell him 
how his wife spent the day. Upon be- 
ing told that she spent the day quietly, 
as was her wont, he rushed upstairs as 
if he was in a furious temper, and vio- 


lently pushed open the door, and then 
closed {t with a bang, turning the key 


in the lock. The landlady heard some 
angry words, which was followed by 


a noise as if someone had fallen, After 
that all was quiet in the room, and in 
about 10 minutes Blondin came out 
wearing his best clothes. He locked the 
not only by the ordinary fasten- 
ing, but with a padlock which Blondin 
had attached that morning. 

Mrs. Hannigan went upstairs and 
knocked at the door, but there was no 
response. She thought that possibly 
the woman was sulky or ashamed, and 
did not want to talk about what had 
taken place. Blondin did not return 
until the following Tuesday. Mrs. Han- 
pigan, meanwhile, made several in- 
effectual attempts to get into the room. 

When Blondin returned he looked hag- 
gard and manifested a desire to be left 
alone. He hurried to his room, and re- 
mained there about an hour, when he 
passed outside, doubly locking the door. 
He was in a great hurry, and his face 
was very pale. In half an hour he re- 
turned with an expressm:in, explaining 
to Mrs. Hannizan that he had accepted

It has been learned that a trunk 
similar to the one described by the in- 
spectars was shipped to Chelmsford on 
the night of April30. They also learned 
that on May 2 Blondin hired a room on 
Howard street, this city. 

The inspectors have received informa- 
tion by which they hope to establish the 
fact that the trunk was taken from 
Chelmsford to Lowell in a farmer’s 
wagon on June 1, and fron there shipped 
to Boston over the Boston and Maine 
railroad. 

There seems a possibility that Blon- 
din left Boston Wednesday morning at 
§:45 on the steamer State of Maine for 
St. John. The steamer stopped en 
route at Portland, Eastport and Lubec. 
Blondin could not easily reach Canada 
from either of the latter ports, and it 
is surmised that if he took this boat his 
destination must have been either Port- 
land or St. John. It is impossible to tell 
anything about the passenger Ist as yet, 
as this is on board the steamer, which is 
not due in Boston until Saturday.

INDEPENDENCE IN SIGHT = 


Cubans Very Near the Goal Which 
They Have Long Been Seeking 
Washington, June i4.—It is expected 
at the war departinent that Cuban in- 
dependence will be an accomplished 
fact by next Christmas. The next step 
in order, now that the Platt amendment 
has been adopted by the censtitudional 
convention, is for that bedy to take up 
and pass an electoral bill, which will 
provide for the election of all the officers 
necessary to set up an independent gov- 
ernment in Cuba. It is thought that 
the convention can dispose of this bill 
in a week or two, as it is supposed to 
be already prepared, and that will com- 
plete the labors of the body.

Tried to Kill the Judge 

Chatham, Ont., June 14.—Andrew Ep- 
person was on trial yesterday, charged 
with stabbing another man’s wife. The 
jury had just brought in a verdict of 
guilty, and court had been adjourned, 
when Epperson suddenly jumped over 
the rail of the prisoner's box and seized 
the razor which had been produced by 
the crown in connection with the case 
and attempted to cut the judge's throat 
with it. He was overpowered by court 
officers.

French engineers are about to begin 
the construction of a viaduct which, it 
is claimed, will be thrown higher into 
the air than the lofty causeway in the 
Shans or Laos mountains in southeast- 
ern Asia or than any other building of 
the kind in the world. This will be 
known as the viaduct of Fades and is 
to be flung over the valley of the Sioule, 
which the Orleans railway line crosses 
between Montlucon, in the Allier, and 
Clermont-Ferrand, in the Puy-de-Dome, 
says the London Telegraph.

IMPRISONMENT FOR LIFE 


Is the Fate Which Awaits 
Edward Graffam 


MURDER IN FIRST DEGREE 


The Verdict 
Prisoner Lost His Courage When 
Decision Was 
plice Will Get Lighter Sentence 


Found by the Jury— 


Aunounced—Accom- 


Portland, Me., June 18S.—"“Guilty of 
wurder in the first degree,” was the 
verdict returned by the jury in the 
Graffam murder case last night, after 
two hours and 10 minutes’ deliberation, 

For the first time since the trial be- 
gan, the defendant for a moment lost 
control of himself when he heard his 
doom pronounced. For more thana 
week he has sat in the court room ap- 
parently as little concerned in the pro- 
ceedings as auy of the hundreds of spec- 
tators, but when he heard the verdict 
that meant for him nething but a suc- 
cession of vears belind the sombre walls 
of the state prison, bis lips faltered, his 
limbs trembled and his eyes filled with 
This exhibition of weakness 
lasted ouly a moment, however, and then 
Graffam assumed the same cool, eol- 
lected and almost defiant attitude that 
has characterized him since his first 
appearance in court. 

As soon 4s the verdict had been ren- 
dered, Charles A. True, the prisoner's 
counsel, Uled a motion for an arrest 
of judgment, but, although the motion 
Was granted, it is doubtful if Graffam 
prolits in the least by it beyond the fact 
that it may delay for a few days his 
ultimate departure to Thomaston to 
serve out a# life sentence. 

It was 5:20 p.m. when the jury passed 
out of the court room to the apartment 
set aside for their use ou 
the floor above. lor some time the 
throng in the courtroom retained their 
seats, expecting au early verdict, but 
as an hour went by and nothing was 
heard from the jury the crowd com- 
menced to thin out. At 7:30 p.m. one 
of the deputy sheriffs In charge of the 
jury entered the judge's office, and a 
few moments later Judge Bonney and 
the attorneys came out and entered the 
court room. ‘The jurors, in answer to 
the clerk, rendered the verdict which 
will send Edward Graffam to state 
prison to spend the remainder of his 
life. 

In excusing the jury, Judge Bonney 
commended them for the zeal they had 
displayed in the case, and for the faith- 
ful manner in which they had executed 
the trust reposed in them. In conelu- 
sion he stated that he considered, in 
view of the evidence, that their verdict 
was both just and righteous. When 
adjournment was apnounced the crowds 
surged forward and surrounded both the 
jury and the attorneys for the state. 
Relatives of Clifford Mosher and many 
residents of Gorham shook hands with 
the jurors and congratulated them on 
the verdict. 

After the first scene was over, Rdward 
Graffam sat in his chair silent and un- 
moved, deserted by all save his coun- 
sel, An iustant later a pair of hand- 
cuffs snapped on his wrist, and he was 
led away to jail. 

William Hands wiil appear in court to- 
day, and it is believed the state will ac- 
cept a plea of manslaughter from him, 
and that he will plead guilty and take 
a state prison sentence for a term of 
years.

He ridicuied the idea that the Cornish 
theory of revenge and the Barnett theory 
of jealousy could be reconciled, and, dis- 
claiming a desire to cast suspicion in 
uny direction, advanced the opinion that 
the man who poisoned Mrs. Adams had 
two accomplices, the man who 
bought the bottle holder at Newark, and 
the other the man who at the same hour 
hired the Koch letter box. He denied 
that the trouble at the Knickerbocker 
club was suflicient for Molineux to de- 
sire the life of Cornish, or that there was 
anything in the relations of Molineux, 
Bagnett and Blanche Cheseborough 
that warranted a suspicion of jealousy 
fo the point of a desire to kill a rival on 
the part of Molineux.

GOVERNOR PINGREE, 


Hazen Senter Pingree was born at 
Defimark, Me., in 1840. In 1862 he en- 
listed in the First Massachusetts heavy 
artillery, and served until the end of the 
war, When he located in Detroit and em- 
bafked in the manutacture of shoes, 

In 1889 the Republican party nomi- 
nated Mr. Pingree for mayor of Detroit, 
and he was elected by 2000 majority. 
He was re-clected in 1891-93-95 by in- 
creased majorities each time. In 1896 
Mr. Vingree was elected governor of 
Michigan by about 63,000 plurality. He 
was re-elected governor in 1898 by about 
100,000 plurality. and served out his 
term, which expired in 1900, Last 
March he started on the trip to South 
Africa, Which resulted in his death {2 
London. 

Ex-Governor Pingree, while he was 
mayor, accomplished many municipal 
reforms, among others forcing the gas 
company to lower their rates 50 cents 
per 1000 feet; establishing the public 
lighting plant; organizing the Detroit 
railway on a 3-cent fare basis: lowering 
telephone rates, and breaking up a num- 
ber of sewer and paving combinations. 
His potato patch scheme for the relief 
of the poor was extensively copied. 

While governor, Mr. Pingree devoted 
his energies toward securing the passage 
of a law taxing railroads and other 
corporation property on an ad valorem 
basis, instead of specifically on their 
earnings.

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{IS STILL AT LIBERTY 


Blondin Continues to Elude 
the Police Officials 


BAGGAGE AT NEW YORK 


Offered a Possible Trace of the Fugl- 
tive—Detectives Claim to Have Been 
Baffled by Newspapers—What a 
Lowell Man Has to Say 


Boston, June 19.—Superintendent 
Pierce held a long interview yesterday 
with a sister and niece of Mrs. Blondin, 
the woman found murdered at Chelms- 
ford, and the superintendent's steno- 
grapher took down the statements of 
the visitors. Superintendent Pierce ad- 
mits that he has in his possession some 
information which be considers {m- 
portant, but he is not ready to discuss 
it yet. 

Chief Watts states that there is noth- 
ing learned as yet as to Blondin’s present 
whereabouts. The trunk and bicycle 
located in New York have not been 
ealled for. The trunk~ ill be opened by 
Boston inspectors in New York, but it 
is doubtful if anything is learned from 
that. Chief Watts does not believe that 
Blondin is in New York, and thinks that 
the trunk and bicycle were sent there ta 
throw the police from his track. 

New York detectives say that Blondin, 
under the name of Joseph Marrau, went 
to 692 Third avenue last Wednesday 
and talked with the landlady about rent- 
ingaroom. Hedid not appear satisfied, 
and said he would callagain. A young 
woman in the house recognized hin 
from a description she had read in a 
newspaper, and told the landlady, who 
laughed at her, and prevented her from 
calling a policeman, 

On Friday Blondin called and said that 
he had secured a room elsewhere. He 
asked that a trunk and a bicyele com 
ing to the house for him be cared for. 
Ht was learned that Blondin called at 
690 Third avenue and talked with a Mrs. 
Monohan about renting a room. The 
last seen of him was un Friday. 

Captain Titus of the detective burean 
said he was very sorry that the facts 
in connection with the flight of Blondin 
to New York had become public through 
the newspapers. 

Captuin Titus said that he had no 
clews to the whereabouts of Blondin 
other than the fact that be had ordered 
his baggage and bicycle sent to New 
York to the Fall River baggage room. 
“We should have caught Blondin, 
though, either at the general delivery 
window of the postoffice or at the pier, 
if the matter had been kept quiet,” he 
said. 

A dispatch from Lowell says that Jo- 
seph Nichols says that he talked and 
drank with Blondin in that city yester- 
day morning. He says that he knew 
Blondin when the latter lived in Lowell. 
He asked Nichols as to the best method ¢ 
of removing a trunk, which he said was 
at the railroad station in Nashua, to 
Fall River. Nichols left the manina 
restaurant. He returned in a few min- 
utes with the intention of questioning 
the man relative to himself, but he found 
the stranger had gone hfter ordering, but 
not eating, bis breakfast, 

State Officer Dunham is still making 
his headquarters at Lowell, but he says 
that he has nothing new to offer. He 
obtained a warrant at Lowell yesterday 
for Blondin’s arrest. 


Heinze Gets $10,000,000 Mine 

Butte, Mont., June 19.—Judge Harney, 
in the district court yesterday, awarded 
the Minnie Healy mine, valued at $10,- 
000,000, to F. A. Heinze, deciding against 
Miles Finelan and the copper trust. 
Heinze bought the property from Fine- 
lan, who, after spending $54,000 In 
working the property, became dis- 
couraged and offered it to Heinze for 
the amount expended. Heinze struck 
a rich copper vein within a short time 
and Finelan tried to get the property 
back, and was assisted in the fight by 
the so-called trust. 


Bullding a “‘Third Party” 

Kansas City, June 19.—Definite steps 
toward the organization of a new “third 
party,” which is proposed to embrace 
Missourl and to form the neucleus for 
a national growth, were taken yesterday 
at a conference of Populists and Sil- 
ver Republicans.

garment hemmed. The surplus is gath- 
ered In the front of the neck and the 
two box plaits stitched In the back. 
The shoulders are then sewed together 
and the sleeves set in. The sleeves 
are always one seam bishop shape, 
with straight band. The neck may be 
finished with a plain band or with a 
sailor collar and shield. There Is al- 
ways a belt of some kind, and this 
must hang rather low in front. Dark 
red or blue pique trimmed with white 
linen makes a pretty suit. With this 
should go a white leather belt. 

There is a neat style of Norfolk 
jacket, and with this knickerbockers 
are worn, and bicycle suits have the 
loose trousers gathered at the knees. 
Golf pants are loose at the thighs and 
snug at the knees, where they buckle. 
For all of these tan kbaki, crash in 
several shades of brown and linen are 
used. 

But these are not so popular among 
the boys as the regular sailor suit. 
This consists, as we know, of two 
pieces, pants and blouse. The sailor 
blouse is loose and long, and the sur- 
plus length is gathered up with an 
elastic or, better still, tapes which can 
be tied and so do not come loose. One 
width of double width stuff cuts a 
blouse, and all that {s necessary is to 
shape the shoulders and hem the fronts 
and bottom. When this !s done, there 
can be a binding put at the neck and 
perhaps a row or two of braid as a fin- 
ish. Where a sailor collar and shield 
are to be worn the buttons need not 
show or the front need not be cut all 
the way down. A pocket belongs at 
the left side and is set on. Shields and 
wide collars can be purchased ready 
made and are transferable, but the 
wise mother will get a pattern and 
make one of linen and put a sailor knot 
or ribbon at the point, and that collar 
can be washed and worn indefinitely. 
Ready made the very cheapest of these 
costs $1.50. It is nothing to make 
them. White duck or pique, witha red 

or blue binding and knot, makes the 
neatest and the most serviceable ones. 

In making the small trousers ama- 
teurs should be sure that the fronts 
and backs do not get mixed. It is diffi- 
cult to get the pockets in right and 
the fly at the front. No amount of ex- 
planation can teach this, but a pair of 
pants to look at is a help. Put the 
pockets in, then sew the fly and button- 
hole piece on, then sew up the outside 
of the legs and finally the back parts 
and press each seam as you go, and 
then sew the two insides of the legs all 
in one seam. Hem and sew on the 
stays and buttons.

Resolutions Adopted by Pro- 
moters of a Third Party 


FOR PUBLIC OWNERSHIP 


Of Railroads and Telegraphs, Direct 
Legislation by the Initiative and 
Referendum, and That All Money 
Shall Be Full Legal Tender 


Kansas City, June 20.—The allied 
third party movement, which its pro- 
moters hope will result before 1904 in 
a national organization strong enough 
to name a presidential nominee, was 
launched here yesterday afternoon, It 
was the outcome of a conference of re- 
formers from the ranks of the old par- 
ties, and its principles are said by some 
to have been adopted with a view to 
fitting the views of W. J. Bryan, 

The confereuce was called by Lee Mer- 
riwether of St. Louis, who, with 22 other 
St. Louis leaders in the public ownership 
party of that city, came to Kansas City 
after a visit to Mr. Bryan at Lincoln, 

At the conference there were repre- 
sented Populists of all persuasions, pub- 
lic ownership was advocated, and 
Free Silver Republicans, Socialists, 
Single Taxers and Bryan Democrats 
were in attendance, It was stated that 
it was proposed to form a third party 
in Missouri, which should finally be 
taken up by the dissatisfied in the old 
parties from other states. A committee 
on organization was appoiuted and [n- 
structed to report. The committee, 
which represented each element pres- 
ent, submitted the following set of reso- 
lutions as the new party's principles, 
and they were adopted: 

Public ownership of railroads, tele- 
graphs, etc. 

While awaiting the legislation neces- 
sury to secure public ownership, rigid 
control of freight and passenger rates, 
and severe pen:tties for rebates and 
other discriminations by railroads, 

Taxation of railroads and other pub- 
lie utility corporations in the same pro- 
portion as the value of farm and other 
property. 

Direct legislation by the Initiative and 
referendum to the end that the people 
may {initiate good legislation and yeto 
bad legislation. 

A graduated income tax, to the end 
that wealth, which receives government 
protection, shall bear its just share of 
the cost of the government. 

That whatever Is used as money shall 
be full legal tender, issued by the gon- 
eral government In sufficient volume for 
business purposes, and that volume fixed 
in proportion to population. 

Just election laws throughout the 
state. 

Home rule for citles and abolition of 
the present system of using the police 
as a standing army to carry primary 
elections in the interest of dishonest 
politicians representing still more dis- 
honest special privilege corporations. 

Election of United States senators by 
popular vote. 

The meeting organized by electing J. 
H. Cook, Fusion Populist, chairman; 
J. H. Hillis, Middle-of-the-Road Popu- 
list, vice president, and F. S. Kowalski, 
Public Ownership member, secretary. 
The committee, besides deciding on the 
pame for the movement, decided to call 
a state convention for some time next 
fall. In the meantime the members 
will prepare an address to the people of 
the state. 


A Denial From Bryan 

Atlanta, June 20.—The Atlanta Con- 
stitution last night, in response to a tele- 
gram of inquiry, received a dispatch 
from William J. Bryan, denying that he 
was affiliated with the third party move- 
ment. Mr. Bryan’s telegram reads: 
“Telegram received. No truth in re- 
port.” 


Not a Presidential Aspirant 

Des Moines, June 20.—Governor Shaw 
has received a letter from Senator Alli- 
son, replying to the governor's telegram, 
suggesting the senator’s name for the 
presidential nomination by the Republi- 
cans. Governor Shaw states that Sen- 
ator Allison’s declaration is that under 
no circumstances will he bea candidate 
for the nomination. 


A Precautionary Measure 

Clinton, Muss., June 20.—The board of 
health has issued an order for every- 
one in town to be vaccinated imme- 
diately, not for the reason that there are 
any cases of smallpox here, but on ac- 
count of there being so many Italians 
at work on the reservoir, and the preva- 
lence of the disease in nearby towns.

BARKER’S TESTIMONY

© ntradicts That Given by Keller on 
the Witness Stand 

New York, Juue 20.—The fate of 
Thomas G. Barker will be left with the 
jury before today closes, according to 
present prospects. The defense had 
practically tinished when the court rose 
yesterday, and it is not thought Prose- 
cutor Erwin will take long In rebuttal 
The defeuse yesterday put Barker and 
his wife on the stand, and they told 
their story. 

Although the record does not show it, 
Mr. Van Winkle, counsel for Barker, 
got some of the alleged assault mat- 
ter before the jury in one way and an- 
other. ‘The witnesses answered so 
promptly that Mr Erwin’s objections 
came a shade iate. In this way the 
“outrage” was referred to several times 
durivg theday. The state had it strick- 
ep out each time, but the impression 
went to the jury. It was quick, sharp 
fighting, and the witnesses were a little 
too much for the prosecutor. The mo- 
ment Mr. Van Winkle or Mr. Wallasked 
a question it was answered like a flash. 
Judge Blair cautioned the witnesses not 
to answer so quickly, but after an an- 
swer or so they returned to the old prac- 
lice. 

An alleged statement of Mrs. Barker's 
relative to the alleged outrage was also 
given out and printed.

In spite of the vigilance of the pro- 
moters of the meeting, many “jingoes” 
gained an entrance to the hall. Much 
hooting, mingled with cheers, creeted 
the delegates upon their arrival, and 
during the evening the delivery of 
speeches was attended with some dif- 
ficulty from the same cause, 

Heury Labouchere presided at the 
meeting, and, beside J. W. Sauer, ex- 
conuuissioner of public works of Cape 
Colony, many prominent pro-Boers 
were present. 

During the meeting fully 10,000 jin- 
who had gathered outside the 
Queen's hall, blocked traffic and neces- 
situated relays of policemen to keep a 
semblance of order in the crowd. Sev- 
eral men mounted the parapet of the 
Langham hotel and proposed resolutions 
against the pro-Boer agitation, which 
they declared to have been carried when 
the meeting in Queen's hall terminated. 

The usual speeches were made and the 
were carried, amid 
much commotion and excitement. The 
resolutions included an amendiutent in 
favor of the complete independence of 
the Boer republics proposed by Baron 
Battersea, for the Radieals, which did

Reciprocity a Failure 


A RUMBLING OF HOSTILITY 


To Our Treating Other Nations With 
Contempt Indicated by the Action 
Tariff 


Muddle Rests Upon the Senate 


of: Russia—Blame For the 


Washington, June 21.—The 
ambassador, Count Cassini, had a con-

ference with Secretary Hay yesterday; 
during which the tariff issues which 
have arisen were discussed quite fully. 
The conference did not, however, lead 
to any new development in the matter. 
The Italian charge Waffairs, Mr. Car 
ignani, also had a taik with Secretary 
Hay, during which tariff matters were 
informally In connection 
with the differential duty now levied on 
Italian sugar, the Italian authorities 
state that their official returns as to 
imports show that no Italian sugar was 
brought into the United States last year. 
Back of the disugreement over sugar 
and petroleum, th signed reasons 
for the retaliatory sliuesians Russia, the 
action of our government in the matter 
of reciprocity niust be considered, in the 
opinion of close students of our foreign 
airs at Washington, as an underlying

Both Russia and Italy were greatly 
offended by our treatment of them, It 
is believed that Baron Fava’s recall was 
due to his failure to secure the presi- 
dent's signature even to the Italian re- 
ciprocity treaty, which had been ne- 
gotinted with great study and effort, and 
at the instance of the United States. 
The Italians could not understand how 
a diplomatic representative could go so 
far, and then be able to accomplish ab- 
solutely nothing, aside from a commer- 
cial agreement which the president 
alone had power to promulgate, Rus- 
sia bore the reciprocity affront with dip- 
lomatic coolness, but did not forget it. 

The Russian treaty was the work of 
months of study, both there and here. 
It opened all of Asiatic Russia to the 
nearly free entry of our dried and 
eanned fruits, which would have made 
the treaty acceptable to the Californians 
had it been presented, and perhaps 
served with them as an antidote for the 
Jamaica treaty. 
and the Russian home ottice supposed 
that they were “deing business,” es- 
pecially since the work had been under- 
taken at the request of the United 
States. \ 

But when the treaty had been formu- 
Inted, they could net even get it signed. 
Cassini wus informed that President 
MekKinley was unwilling to approve an- 
other reciprocity treaty until the senate 
had disclosed its purposes with those al- 
ready before it. At this juncture Com- 
missioner Kasson appeared before the 
senate committee on finanee and foreign 
relations, and told them in plain Eng- 
lish that they were offering an affront 
to friendly nations by refusing to act 
upon these treaties: he urged that their 
constitutional duty was to aecept or to 
reject, but vot to “hang up” conventions 
indefinitely to the great annoyance of 
nations which had conseuted to treat 
with us. 

One or two of the members of the for- 
eign relations committee told him, in 
effect, that the senate would run the 
foreign affairs of this country and would 
not be dictated to by the executive de- 
partment, and least of all would not be 
told by a special commissioner what in- 
ternational courtesies it owed. Mr. 
Kasson accordingly resigned his office 
and proceeded to end the work of his 
bureau. President McKinley came in, 
and. while deprecating any disagree- 
ment with the senate, urged him to re- 
main in charge of the reciprocity un- 
dertakings for a while longer. This 
Mr. Kasson agreed to do, insisting. how- 
ever, that he should take no more salary 
while retaining so useless an office 

The action of Russia, mild as it it, in- 
dicates the rumbling of hostility to our 
national policy of treating other nations 
withecontempt. Monarchies cannot un- 
derstand the powerlessness of our goy- 
ernmeut in makingagreements. When 
their representatives here are told that 
the two California senators. for ex- 
ample, thanks to the unlimited debate 
in the senate, might eff@ctually prevent 
the ratification of the Italian treaty, no 
matter how helpful it might be to gen- 
eral business interests, they are amazed. 

The consummation of reciprocity trea- 
ties seems impracticable with our form 
of government, and the sooner congress 
formally announces this by discontinu- 
ing all attempts at reciprocity, the bet- 
ter it will be with our foreign relations. 
Europe will then understand us.

These for 
the state swore Barker had not been in- 
sane when he shot Keller, and was sane 
now. 

The publication of what purports to be 
the detailed statement of Mrs. Barker 
relative to the alleged assault, which 
she has claimed led to the shooting, may 
cause Keller to seek to refute his ac- 
ecusers. The statement is liable to 
cause trouble for someone. Judge 
lair said in court yesterday that he

Harrisburg, June 21.—The senate yes- 
terday defeated the ballot reform bill. 
Although the measure was introduced 
by Senator Cochran, the Democratic 
leader, the Democrats voted — solidly 

against the bill They took this action 
because of changes made in committee 
by the Republican majority, which, the 
Democrats claim, destroyed the reform 
features of the proposed law.

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THE ELUSIVE BLONDIN 


- 


Police Discouraged by Their 
Fruitless Efforts 


WILL RELAX THEIR PURSUIT 


In the Hope That Mugder Suspect Will 
Become Less Cautious—Main Ques- 
tion of Where Crime Was Com- 
mitted Is Still a Mystery 


Boston, June 21.—Blondin’s trail has 
grown cold. ‘That slippery individual 
has successfully eluded the army of 
sleuths who were hot on his heels, and 
is now as far away from justice as he 
was when the police were scouring Mon- 
treal and Springtield, where detinite in- 
fermation placed him. 

The house at 630 Third avenue, New 
York, seems the place now agreed upon 
for the last trace of the fugitive, and 
Friday night last the time. Since that 
time his lightning change disappearance 
act has stood him in good stead. Since 
that time he has evidently learned just 
how close his pnrsuers were, and re- 
doubled his efforts to escape, with so 
far remarkable cleverness, 

Now he will evidently be given a rest 
and time relied upon to make him less 
cautious. No pursuit will be at- 
tempted, and the country police will be 
provided with photographs, descrip- 
tions, ete., so that Blondin will be quick- 
ly captured should he again venture in 
the open. 

While no reward for Blondin’s cap 
ture has been officially offered, yet the 
matter has been breught to Governor 
Crane's attention, and an offer of $1000 
is expected to be forthcoming. This 
may stir the sleuths to activity, for now 
the labor is one rather of love than that 
of pecuniary interest, 

Once located, Blondin will be ealled 
upon for numerous explanations, An- 
ticipating the fuct that the suspected 
man may be a bit reticent at unfolding 
the inystery surrounding various parts 
of the case, the police have been occupied 
so far in a vain endeavor to shed light 
on the dark portion of the murder. 

The key to the whole mystery seems 
to lie in the fact of where the crime was 
committed. Much searching and more 
theorizing has not yet fixed upon Bos- 
ton or Chelsmford as the place of the 
crime, 

Yesterday Chelmsford woods and the 
roads leading thereto were thoroughly 
and carefully searched and canvassed. 
A trace of a teain, about April 27 to May 
1, was sought for, and also further 
evidence as to where the body was cut 
up. ; 

It had been thought that the woods 
might show traces, or the brookside re- 
veal the solution to the mooted ques- 
tion. ‘The day’s search was fruitless. 
Not the vestige of a clue did the search- 
ers uncover,

SWIMMER? S LONG TRIP. 


Champion MeNally Plans to Swim 


From Boston to New York. 


Peter S. McNally, the champion long 
distance swimmer, has planned to 
swim from Boston to New York, says 
the New York Journal. He will start on 
Sunday, June 30, or the following day. 
The distance is more than 300 miles 
and ts probably the longest journey ever 


attempted by an American swimmer. 
McNally is confident that he can ac- 
complish the feat and expects to aver- 


age at least ten miles a day on the 
journey. He will be accompanied by 
six men in an open boat. Provisions 
and camping outfits will be taken along, 
and the party will make camp on shore 


every night. 


This is not the first time that McNal- 
ly has attempted long swims. He swam 
across the English channel in July, 


1897. 


Determination of Death by X Rays. 

The subject of the definite determi- 
nation of death is one of great impor- 
tance, and new tests are from time to 
time submitted, says the New York 
Medical Journal. The latest one sug- 
gested, as we learn from The Ameri- 
can X Ray Journal, is that of Professor 
Ottolenghi of the University of Siena. 
The professor is said to have discov- 


ered that, while it is easy to apply the 


rays to the lungs of a person whuw is 
alive or in trance, it is extremely diffi- 
cult, indeed practically tmpossible, to 
apply them to the lungs of a person ac- 
tually dead. The reason Is that some 
intervening obstacle prevents the rays 
from penetrating into the body. He 
bas repeatedly made a test of this kind 
always with the same result. Profess- 
or Ottolenghi therefore suggests that 
as this test can easily be made by any 
physician, it should in future be em- 
ployed in all cases where there exists 


doubt of death. 


The first national theater may be es- 
tablished in Chicago, after all. An ex 
perineent looking to that end Is to be 
made there next spring, and out of it 
is hoped to grow the national theatrical 
eompany and in time a national the- 
ater, too, says the New York Sun. But

Use salt and vinegar to clean brass 
utensils and ornaments.

Tar and wagon grease 
should be treated by having a clean 
cloth folded upon them, benzine pour- 
ed on them, then rub with a clean 
cloth.

To Polish Farniture. 
The great point with any furniture,

and given their countrymen the benefit 
of their observations | am bound to say 
that there is not one to whom I, for in- 
stance, could not tell things about the 
people and the country which would be 
entire novelties to him. Now, our lit- 
erature is full of the spirit, manners 
and traditions of the people. To read it 
understandingly you have got to know 
the people so well that every allusion 
will be as an open book to your mind. 
Conversely, in order to understand the 
people thoroughly, you have got to 
know their literature. Here is the root 
of the difficulty in filling the Chinese 
chair satisfactorily. If you fill it with 
the finest Chinese native scholar, he 
will be unable to make himself under- 
stood by his classes at his lectures, for 
he will have no command of the Eng- 
lish tongue. if, on the other hand, you 
fill it with an American or an Englisb- 
man, who is never so accomplished as 
a student of Chinese, you will find 
yourself with a teacher who can give 
you only the shell of the learning you 
wish to get and not the rich meat.” 

“Do you mean that there are no na- 
tive Chinese scholars competent to fill 
such a chair as Columbia's acceptably 
who can use the English language with 
the same fluency that you do, for exam- 
ple?’

Story of the Royal Savage | 


Burlington, Vt., June 22.—Three gun 
carriages, a quantity of cannonballs 
and numerous other articles have been | 
recovered by divers near Valcour island | 
in Lake Champlain, on the chartered lo- 
cation of the schooner Royal Savage, 
which was sunk during a naval engage- 
ment with the English fleet on Oct. 11, 
1778. 

The diving operations are being con- 
ducted by J. G. Faleon of Evansville, 
Ills., and with his outtit the first attempt 
to raise material from the wreck of the 
Royal Suvage was made Wednesday. 
The relics of Revolutionary days have 
been brought here. One gun carriage 
has been presented to the city of Bur- 
lington, and the other two are being 
boxed for shipment to the Smithsonian 
institute at Washington.

are eaten with rust, but the wood is par- | 
tially petritied.

the German population in Brazil for 
the purpose of holding and developing 
German trade or whether this move- 
ment is the forerunner of an attempt 
to acquire territory under the German 
flag is the question, for all information 


that drifts to Washington from Brazil 
points to a steady growth of German 


| influence. 


It is mentioned as a significant fact 
that German geographers have already 


begun to print across their maps of 
southern Brazil the words “German 
colonies in Brazil.” This of itself 


would not be significant were it not 
true that throughout the entire republic 
|of Brazil German merchants, bankers, 
traveling salesmen, prgmoters and land 
speculators are continually discussing 


| the prospect of a large portion of Bra- 


zilian territory ultimately passing un- 


| der the German flag. 


This has been openly discussed and 
has frequently been alluded to in Ger- 
man and Brazilian newspapers. In- 
formation that comes to Washington 
is that a favorite German plan Is to di- 
vide Brazilian territory into three parts 
—the northern section to go to the Unit- 
ed States, the middle eastern section to 


| Great Britain and the southern states, 


where German influence and German 
population predominate, to Germany. 
Singularly enough, German subjects 
and persons of German descent are the 
only ones who discuss the dismember- 
ment of Brazil. 

They are apparently willing that the 
United States and Great Britain should 
each have a portion of the territory so 
long as Germany in the “break up” 
should get her much coveted foothold 
on the western hemisphere. This is 
the prevalent thought in the German 
mind in South America, and, while the 
daring project probably has not even 
semiofficial sanction in Germany, the 
manner in which it is alluded to in Bra- 
zil has made a deep impression upon 
the minds of Americans who heard it 
recen@y in Brazil. 

There are at present about 300,000 
persons classed as Germans in Brazil. 
At least 230,000 of them are in the 
states of Parana, Santa Catharina and 
Rio Grande do Sul. A large portion of 
the remainder are in the states of Sao 
Paulo and Minas Geraes. In all these 
states German colonization schemes or 
projects are in operation. 

Very large sums of money have been 
expended by German capitalists with a 
view to diverting immigration from the 
United States to Brazil, but the results 
have not been very encouraging con- 
sidering the expense. German statis- 
ticians report only 51,000 emigrants to 
Brazil from 1871 to 1899. This was due 
to the fact that the imperial govern- 
ment has sought to restrain rather than 
encourage emigration. 

To offset this proposals were imme- 
diately invited for 30,000 immigrants, 
and the same year the state of Sao 
Paulo expended more than $300,000 in 
an endeavor to get 50,000 immigrants 
to settle there. The principal attempt 
at German colonization was originally 
made by the Colonization of 
with headquarters in Hamburg. 
This was not a state project and was 
organized in 1807 as the Hanseatic Col- 
onization society. It was backed by 
the Hamburg South American Steam- 
ship company and the North German 
Lloyd and acquired 1,500,000 acres of 
land in the state of Minas Geraes. 

This society, in connection with the 
new German syndicate just formed, 
has been engaged for time in 
overcoming the governmental prejudice 
in Germany against emigration. Sev- 
eral months ago a meeting of various 
German societies was held in Hanover, 
a community of interests was es-

The most interesting fact that comes 


to Washington regarding German colo- 
nization and enterprise in Brazil is that 
the Germans thoroughly assimilate 
with the @razilians. They are playing 
the game of commercial conquest and 
colonial aggression socially, politically 
and in every other way. Many Ger- 
mans wed Brazilian women and culti- 
vate Brazilians socially, whereas the 
Americans and Englishmen hold aloof. 
They also join in the Brazilian holi- 
days.

Causes Havoc In Elk- 
horn Mining District 


From Five to Six Hundred 
Lives Probably Lost 


May le Several Days Before Full 
Particulars Are Known 


Roanoke, Va., June 24.--An awful 
flood and cloudburst swept over the 
Elkhorn coal region in West Virginia. 
This terrtfwry ts pear the Virgiola Hoe, 
and is about 125 miles west of Roanoke, 
and some 25 mies west of Bluefields, W.

districts. One of the breaks in the 
track will require at least 1000 laborers 
and several days’ work to repair it. 

The railroad yards at Vivian, a smail 
town in West Virgivia, were completely 
destroyed, and it is reported most of the 
town was washed away. North ork 
Junction and a few otber sinaller towns 
suffered greatly. 

Saturday night is pay night in the 
coal fields, and it is supposed that the 
coal miners had floocked into the towns 
in the district to do their trading, and 
there is no telling how many of them 
were caught in the flood and drowned. 
It is stated that the greatest damage 
so fur as known Is at Keystone, W. Va., 
which is only one mile distant from 
North Fork and about 30 miles west of 
Bluefields. 

Telegraph officials say that the lines 
are useless between Kenova, W. Va., 
and Bluefields, a distance of 200 miles. 
It may be severa days before the tele- 
graph lines will be restored sufficiently 
between these two points to obtain a 
full report of dutuage done in that ter- 
ritory. Itis sited, however, that every 
building, but one in Keystone was 
demolished or carried away by the 
water, and that was a barroom, which 
stands on a high bill, ‘The normal 
population of Keystone is about 2000 
souls, and there ts no telling how many 
miners had gone into the town Saturday 
night to swell the population, It is es- 
timated that 200 lives alone were lost 
at Keystone. 

The flood seems to have extended over 
a vast area of mountain country, and 
the hundreds of mountain streams, be- 
coming swollen, only served to swell the 
Elkhorn river untilit bad assumed large 
proportions and carried destitution in 
its wake. Railroad ties, small buildings 
of a@f descriptions, telegraph poles, 
huge boulders and every imaginable 
moveable thing that came within the 
sweep of this mighty torrent of mad- 
dened waters, went down the mountain- 
ous district in a seething, roaring mass 
of debris. Dead bodies could be seen 
floating along the valley by those who 
had gained a place of safety on the 
bigh hills. 

All day Saturday the rain fell fn 
sheets, and it was evident that if it did 
not cease there would be a flood and 
great destruction must result from it, 
but it was not until darkness had en- 
veloped the coal regions that the great 
catastropbe was upon the country, and 
was making a clean sweep of the valley 
for miles around. 

The total loss of life will probably 
reach 500 or 600, and possibly this num- 
ber will be swelled when fuller details 
are obtainable. The telegraphic offices, 
railroad officials and telephone offices 
are visited by many eager people, all 
awaiting some message as to the fate 
of their relatives or friends, 

The Norfolk and Western railroad 
general offices in Roanoke admit that 
at least 200 lives have been lost, the 
town of Keystone destroyed and mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of property de- 
stroyed. It is not known how far back 
into the mountains the storm extended, 
and it will be days and perhaps weeks 
before all the storm stricken country is 
beard from. The flood has not only 
damaged the Elkhorn valley, but it is 
stated that everyone of the 33 Flat Top 
coal operations or plants has suffered to 
some extent. Great damage is also 
reported to bave resulted in the Clinch 
valley section, which extends south 
from Graham, Va. No lives, however, 
are reported to have been lost along this 
valley. 

Bodies are being recovered many miles 
down the stream, where they were 
washed ashore. When it is considered 
that the Elkhorn river is so small that 
it barely furnishes enough water to 
flush coke ovens when in its normal 


condition, some idea of the extent of the 
downpour of rain can be formed. The 
railroad company now estimates the! 
damage to its tracks between Blue- 

Held and Vivian at over $500,000. There 
ts at ast 100 miles of track bordering 
the river that cannot be heatd froin, as 
there is no meaus of commudication in- 
tact. Communication has been estab- 
lished as fur west as Ennis, Jhis being 
through about one-fourth of the strickgn 
district. Latest reports say that the,

‘REPLY FROM MRS. EDDY 


To Recent Attacks 
Christian Science 


Upon 


GOD AN INFINITE PERSON 


Never Intended Man Should Use Any 
Medicine Other Than That of Mind 
—Declares That Her Doctrine Has 
No Attraction For Quacks 


June 24.—-Thousands of be- 
levers in and faithful followers of Mrs. 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, founder of Chris- 
tian Science, besieged the doors of the 
little mother churcd of the cult in this 
city yesterday, to hear the annual mes- 
sage of the “mother,” to ber communl- 

eants, which, it had been announced, 
would be read at the chureh during the 
day, it being communion Sunday with 
the Scientists. Owing to the tre- 
mendous attendance, it had been ar- 
ranged to repeat the service three times. 

During the reading of Mss. Eddy’s 
message by John W. Reeder, whieh con- 
Summed more than au hour and a half, 
silence reigned supreme, 

‘The services opened with the Lord's 
Prayer, and its juterpretation aceording 
to Science and Health, the text book of 

Christian Science. ‘This was followed 
by the singing of the communion hymna, 
written by Mrs. Eddy, and Judge Hau- 
na, first reader of the church, then read 
the tenets of the chureh. 

Mrs. Eddy’s message was in substance 
a reply to the many attacks on the 
church by ministers of different denomi- 
nations and others, which have recently 
become stronger and more frequent 
than ever before. She defended the be- 
lief which she has founded, prophesied 
that the growth of Christian Seclence 
would continue on as lurge a seale as 
it has during the past 30 years, She 

said that it was advaneing more rapidly 
at the present time than ever béfore. 
Mrs. Eddy said that the church now had 
21,031 communicants, and that since 
last November 2496 bad been added to 
the number. Mrs. Eddy said that it 
has been charged that Christian Science 
ha# no God. Christinn Science fnter- 
prets God as divine principle, divine 
eause. God is an infinite person, one 
person, not three. She sald Christian 
Scientists believe in the personality of 
God, but as mind, not matter. Chris- 
tian Scientists are not transcendental in 
regard to anything that is real or true, 

Mrs. Eddy said she healed all kinds of 
disease in its last stages, and this is 
what first startled the public and made 
it ask “What is it?” She referred to 
the practices of homoeopathy and said 
that in its bighest attenuations, the med- 
icine itself practically ceased, to exist, 
and that the only medicine thne was that 
of mind. Jesus, she said, used no other, 
and if God had intended that we should 
use material medicine, Jesus and his 
disciples would have used no other. 
Christian Seience had nothing in com- 
non with hypnotism, mesmerism, spirit- 

ualism and other beliefs, which were 
capable only of harm, and Christian 
Science exerted no influence on its be- 
lievers other than towards the truth. 

She referred to a statement that 
Christian Science might be better when 
Mrs. Eddy passed on, und denied this 
strongly. Christian Sclence, she said, 
was the result entirely of her own ob- 
servation and discovery, and was found- 
ed entirely ou the Bible, 

In regard to a statement that some 
of the best writings on the subject had 
come from Mrs. Eddy’s followers, she 

said her works were the first ever pub- 
lished on Christian Sefenee, and noth- 
ing correct has been written that did not 
leave its basis in and could be traced 
to her works. 

She said she had worked for coming 
generations by “facing the wind” and 
all honor was due to those whé honored 
the father and the mother, 

Christian Science did not attract 
quacks, and none came iuto it for love 
of ease or for gratification of appetite 
or passions. She deplored church con- 
troversies, and said Christian Scientista 
did not wish to be judged from the plat- 
form, but asked the right of conscience 
and to be judged by their works. 

Finally she urged her followers ta 
obey the laws that be, and follow their 
leaders only so far as they follow Christ, 
Also to trust in God with all thei: 
hearts. 

Fully 10,000 people attended the ser- 
vices during the day.

Brings Gloom to Commence- 


ment Week at Yale 


FELL FROM HOTEL WINDOW 


Circumstances Leading to Accident 
Will Probably Never Be Koowa— 
Secretary Hay Is Prostrated, Re- 
quiring the Services of Physicians 


New Haven, June 24.—Adelbert Stone 
Hay, consul to I’retoria during the most 
stirring and momentous stages of the 
Boer war, the oldest sou of Secretary of 
State Hay, and one of the youngest, as 
well as the most prominent of the sons 
of Yale, met a tragic death in this city 
at 2:30 o'clock Sunday morning. 

The wanuner of the death, its victim, 
and the fact that the tragedy occurred 
on the very eve of Yale's commence- 
ment, in which the young man, by vir- 
tue of his class oftice, was to have been 
a leader—these sad conditions have cast 
an unmistakeable gloom over the glad- 
dest of Yale seasons. 


ADELEERT 8, HAY. 


Mr. Hay went to a death, the full de- 
tails of which will never be known. 
Shortly before 2:30 o'Glock Sunday 
worning he fell from a window in the 
third story of the New Haven House, 
where he had rooms for commencement 
week. to the puvement, fully 60 feet be- 
low. “The frightful fall resulted in in- 
stant death and within 15 minutes the 
body had been identiticed as that of 
young Hay. 

Ilalf a dozen physicians who were 
hastily summoned were unable to re- 
store the life wuich had, apparently, in- 
stantly flown. 

A coroner promptly pronounced it a 
case of accidental death. The body was 
removed as soon as possible to the rooms 
of a nearby undertaker, where it await- 
ed instructions from the family. 

There was a solitary spectator to the 
terrible tragedy, a laborer on the city 
streets. At the hour mentioned the 
workman saw the form of a man rush- 
ing through space. An instant later 
there was a thud, and the form lay 
prostrate directly In front of the main 
hotel entrance. The laborer rushed to 
the spot, and his shouts brought others. 

The body was clad in pajamas. On 
the window sill of the room occupied by 
young Hay was found a partly con- 
sumed cigaret. On the floor near the 
window was a ring worn by the victim. 
His clothing had been neatly arranged, 
and the bedclothes were drawn back. 
The bed, however, had not been occu- 
pled. Here the mystery becomes in- 
tangible. The popular theory seems to 
have it that the young man, having 
prepared for bed, thought to indulge in 
a “yood night” smoke; that he chose the 
cool of the window, possibly dozed, lost 
his balance and fell from the window. 
The presence of the ring on the floor, 
however, guve rise to the fancy that 
possibly, while toying with the ring, it 
dropped, and that in an effort to recover 
it, the fall resulted. However it hap- 
pened, the known facts seem to make it 
conclusive that it was all an accideat. 

An examination of the remaius dis- 
closed a discoloration on the right fore- 
head, 2 coutusion on the right arm and 
an abrasion on the right leg. No bones 
were broken, and there was no fracture 
of the skull. There were no symptoms 
which could seem to confirm the theory 
that a sudden dizziness had occasioned 
the full. Nor were there any signs of 
alchohol present. 


Secretary of State Hay arriver at 
New Haven at 5:45 p. m. last eve- 
ning. Mr. Hay was unaccompanied 


and gave signs of great grief. He was 
driven immediately to the residence of 
Seth Mosely. Worn out with the long 
trip from the national capital, and once 
within the walls of the house that shel- 
tered the remains of his dead son, the 
secretary collapsed. His prostration 
was so complete that medical aid was 
deemed necessary, and Dr. Gilbert was 
RuIMMoned. 

Dr. Gilbert announced late in the eve- 
ning that the illness of the secretary is 
apparently not serious.

Adelbert S. Hay was about 22 years 
of age.

COLONEL SLUAN DROWNED 


Officer of New York’s Old Guard In 
a Yachting Disaster 

South Norwalk, Conn., June 24.—- 
Thomas Sloan of New York city, the 
colonel of the Old Guard, was drowned 
in a peculiar yacbung accident off Key- 
ser’s island, South Norwalk harbor, yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Sloan and a young lady, to whom 
he was engaged, went out io a 30-foot 
sloop. When rounding the island they 
noticed the approach of a squall, 

The sails were lowered, the little craft 
anchored in the lee of the land and the 
party had just taken refuge in the cabin 
when a sudden gust of wind fairly lifted 
the yacht out of the water and dropped 
it back again, broadside uppermost. 

The captain of the boat, Rowland Hav- 
lland, was the first to extricate himself, 
and he speedily set about the rescue of 
the others. he young lady was first 
reached and brought to the surface and 
then William Johnson, the mate, 

Captain Haviland, on bis fourth trip 
into the submerged cabin, managed to 
drag out the Inanimate body of Sloan, 
and, holding the latter above water, the 
party clung to the guowale and called 
for help. ¢

Then Took His Own Life 

Great Barrington, Mass., June 24.— 
William Barnes killed his wife and then 
himself at his home ou the road between 
Rarringtou and South Egremont. The 
bodies were found Saturday night by a 
Man, who, suspicious at the absence of 
the couple, broke into the house to see 
if things were righfthere. Mrs, Barnes’ 
body was on a bed, the throat cut, while 
in the corner of the kitchen was Barnes’ 
body, dyath likewise having come 
through wounds in the throat, 

A razor and a knife bad been used, 
and it was evident from the conditions 
that Barnes killed his wife as she lay io 
bed. Barnes, apparently, had sat on 
the edge of the bed wheiyhe cut his own 
throat, and leaning over bad let the 
blood flow into a vessel. Then he had 
crawled along the floor to the kitchen 
and tried to prop himsclf up in one 
corner, There deatheame. The couple 
were last seen on Thursday, aud, ds 
there was no evideuce of a lighted lamp 
having been used, it seems certain that 
the tragedy occurred Friday morning.

Barnes abd his wife were both indus- 
trious, temperate people, and their 
nelglbors know of no reason why such 
an untimely end should befall them, in- 
sanity on Barnes’ part being thought 
likely. He was 54 years old, and It was 
his second inarriage. Mrs. Barnes had 
also been married before. She married 
Barnes about four years ago.

The young man was Richard Freed- 
nan, and the women were his two sis- 
ters. Kosa, the one who was killed, 
was 21. Helen, the other, is17. She 
was not hit by the bullet intended for 
her, but just as the pistol was dis- 
charged she fell fainting to the sidewalk. 
It was at first thought that she, too, had 
been killed, and the brother apparently 
believed that his bullet had found the 
mark, for it was not until both sisters 
were prostrate that he turned the pistol 
towards his own body. He aimed at 
his heart, but the first shot missed the 
Vital spot. A second, however, reached 
the heart, and caused death. 

Freedman was 25 years old, and had

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FORGERY CHARGED. 


Supt. Reis of Weymouth Has Sec- 
ond Warrant to Face. 


It is understood that a second war- 
rant has been taken ont against George 
J. Reis, superintendent of the Wey- 
mouth Water Works, for forgery. 
Supt. Reis was arraigned in the Quincy 
court, Monday, for the larceny of 
$1800, and it is said that now the town 
loss will be nearer $4000, if not $5000. 

In 1885 an arrangement was made 
whereby the superintendent should re- 
ceive money for water services on cer- 
tain days. This was done for the 
convenience of the townspeople. No 
bond was required of him for this ser- 
vice as he was supposed to tarn the 
money received over to the town 
treasurer the next day. 

In time the townspeople got into the 
loose habit of paying their bills to 
Reis at any time, trusting to get their 
receipts later from the treasurer. Some 
of these parties now claim they got no 
receipts. 

It was G. M. Pratt, a new member 
of the board, who brought about the 
discovery of alleged shortage. At the 
of the board last week, he 
asked for a list of delinquent mem 
bers. The water department report 
showed the amount to be 36,500. — Reis 
however, claims the figures should be 
$4,700. Reis did not comply with the

MOTHERS OF LITTLE WOMEN. 


How to Make Summer Frocks That. 
Will Be Pretty, Stylish and Service- 
able—Sailor Saits and French | 
Dresses—Wraps and Jackets. | 


[Copyright, 191, by American Press Association.] 
The present tendency is to have all 
dresses for girls as long waisted as 
they can be, and the Russian blouse, 
the sailor suit and the dress up frock 
are all made so. To this end also has 
the old fashioned dress been revived, 
with the waist reaching quite to the 
hips, and this in the ease of very small 
girls brings it so that the skirt is not 
over six to eight inches long. To make 
this absurdly 
long waist fit it 
is necessary to 
shape the lining 
over the hips. 

In this column 
is a picture of 
one of these, but 
one of the least 
pronounced 
ones. The lining 
is cut and fitted 
to the little body 
and has a de- 
cided flare at 
the hips, and to 
this the skirt is 
sewed with 
gathers. The 
front is pouched 
and gathered In 
much the same 

y style as the gar- 

ments of the 

FRENCH DRESS, older girls’ dress- 

es, so as to have the effect of the long 

waist. The back is cut smooth and 
closes with buttons and buttonholes. 

The dress in the illustration is made 
with a medium low neck and short, 
puffed sleeves, but many frocks Intend- 
ed for summer wear are cut quite low 
on the shoulders. Guimpes may be 
worn, but the present outlook is that 
they will not. This style of shape is 
adapted to all the seasonable goods, 
and these are chambray, gingham, per- 
cale, pique, dimity, galatea and many 
of the fine woolen and silk and woolen 
stuffs, albatross and veilings. Many of 
the small dresses have berthas and 
are most often cut In turret shape, so 
that they are easy to make and easy to 
iron, for most dresses now being made 
are calculated to be washed. A sash 
belt is another necessary adjunct, and 
this may be of some contrasting color 
or of ribbon. There is a decided move- 
meut toward the use of much ribbon 
on children’s dresses, especially these 
long waisted things. A wide sash is 
passed around the lower edge of the 
waist and fastened by straps of the 
dress material or by fancy pins. It is 
tied in an immense bow with short 
ends at the back. To cut this waist 
lining take a fold of whatever lining 
may be used—white muslin is best for 
wash dresses—and lay two darts in 
the front. The sides are sloped out. 
Baste the lining in and try on and 
“pinch” it in until it sets smoothly am 
the hip and right across the chest. 
Then rip it. trim off the surplus and 
take the outside and fold the center 
over so that it makes four inches on 
each side of the center of the waist. 
This is then gathered at the neck and 
at the bottom and the edges all basted 
around, The outside should be three 
inches longer than the lining at the 
front at the bottom. This will give the 
desired pouched effect. When that 
part is ready, the skirt should be gath- 
ered and basted on and sewed fast. 
The sash covers the seam. The pieces 
which form the bertha are set on ap- 
parently upside down and when sewed 
fall over into place. This is the model 
from which many changes can be 
evolved, and many different ways of 
trimming can be devised. Lace, swiss 
and some of the thin silks are very 
dainty made so. Narrow ruffles and 
fine embroidery can be utilized on | 
these French frocks. 

There will be a few Mother Hub- 
bard dresses worn by the smaller girls, 
and these require no direction save that 
they are short and reach scarcely to the 
knee. They are more for everyday 
than for dressy wear. 

The" sailor suit for every day and 
school fs too well known to need much} 
explination, but one thing new about 
it is that the whole dress Is made in one 
piece from neck to the bottom. The 
frock is laid in plaits, which are fasten- 
ed down to the 
waist line, and 
from there they 
fall free, which 
brings the full- 
ness to the skirt. 
There is a belt 
which droops 
low and holds 
the plaits in 
place. This fs 
sometimes of un- 
dressed leather, 
but most often 
is of the dress 
material, with 
some braid stitch- 
ed upon it. This

NEW SUBMARINE BOATS. 


Department by Simon Lake. 

The naval board of rear admirals 
gave a hearing recently to Simon Lake, 
the designer of a new submarine ves- 
sel, who bas made a novel proposi- 
tion to the navy department, which 
has now been taken under considera- 
tion, with likelihood of acceptance. In- 
stead of trying to force his design on 
the navy by congressional enactment 
Mr. Lake has asked the advice and crit- 
icism of the department on his plans 
and specifications, with a view to be- 
ginning Immediately the construction 
of a service boat at his own expense, 
the vessel to be tested by the depart- 
mient to ascertain its adaptability as a 
naval war auxiliary. He submitted 
complete designs for three boats, one a 
small vessel about 30 feet long, intend- 
ed to be carried on the deck of a bat- 
tleship or crulser, to be put overboard 
when necessary for the purpose of 
countermining the entrance to an ene- 
my’s harbor or operating against an en- 
emy’s vessels. Another was for a ves- 
sel 120 feet long, of 400 tons, over 
three times as large as any submarine 
boat hitherto planned and intended to 
be an ocean going vessel capable of op- 
erating at great distance from a base 
and without support. The third vessel, 
which will be built this summer, is a 
compromise between the two extremes 
and is for general utility, being 65 feet 
long and of 120 tons, or exactly the size 
of the seven improved Hollands now 
under construction for the government. 
This vessel is to be run on the surface 
with gasoline and submerged with 
electricity, is to carry five Whitehead 
torpedoes and, in addition to all the 
speed enduranceand maneuvering qual- 
Ities of the Hollands, will be fitted to 
creep along the bottom and send out 
divers to cut cables, destroy minefields 
and perform other functions desired by 
naval officers in a vessel of this type. 

The inventor courted the fullest ex- 
pression of views from the admirals 
and left his drawings for such suggest- 
ed changes and Improvements as ap- 
peared to them to be desirable. As 
soon as they complete their study of 
the practical details the boat will be 
built, and Secretary Long will desig- 
nate a board of ofticers to make a thor- 
ough test. with a view of making rec- 
ommendations to congress if it appears 
that more submarine boats should be 
added to the navy. It was said the oth- 
er day that the new design is mechan 
ically far superior to anything yet pro- 
posed abroad or In the United States 
and with a few modifications may prove 
a valuable accessory to the fleet not 
only in coast defense, but in distant 
offensive oneretions 


BOAT STOPPING DEVICE. 


Apparatus to Prevent Collisions Be- 
tween Vessels, 

A resident of Sweden, Count K. A. 
Posse, has invented a boat stopping 

apparatus which will prevent collision 
and facilitate the maneuvering of large 
vessels. Consul Nelson, at Bergen, 
says In a report to the state department 
that recent experiments have been 
made on a steam launch accommodat- 
ing 160 persons, with an engine of 30 
indicated horsepower, waking nine 
knots an hovr. 

The new appzratus consists of shut- 
ters, applied on the starboard and port 
sides, about one-fourth of a boat length 
from the stern. These can be opened 
and shut by means of a lever applied 
on the deck and placed so as to be eas- 
ily maneuvered by the helmsman. The 
shutters consist of two quadrilateral 
steel plates, with special packing boxes 
in the so called shutter houses. Exper- 
iments showed that when the launch 
was going at full speed it could be 
stopped in 15 seconds at half a boat 
length by reversing and extending the 
shutters. Consul Nelson says the ap- 
paratus may be applied to any steam- 
er. The invention bas been patented 
in all the leading countries. 


BOOMERS IN DISTRESS. 


Destitution on the Border of the Ki- 
owa Reservation, 
Thousands of people— men, women 
and children—camping on the border 
of the Kiowa-Comanche-Apache res- 
eryations in Oklahoma, awaiting the 
opening of that land to settlement, are 


‘in destitute circumstances, ,according 


to Dr. J. J. McKenna, who has just re- 
turned from the scene. Dr. McKenna, 
according to a dispatch from Kansas 
City, said: 

“Twenty thousand men, women and 
children are massed on the border, and 
half of them are utterly destitute. At 
least 5,000 of them have been there a 
year anda half. They went with small 
sums of money and have made nothing 
since they arrived.” 


A Tunnel to Monte-Christo'’s Prison. 

Marseilles talks of having a tube of 
a new description, says a Paris corre- 
spondent of the Pittsburg Dispatch. 
This will be a submarine line connect- 
ing the town with the celebrated Cha- 
teau d'if, made famous by Dumas 
pere’s “Monte-Christo.” The railway 
will be of the electric tubular type. 
The distance between Marseilles’ old 
port and the island on which the castle 
stands is a little under one mile, and 
the steamers take half an hour to do 
the trip. As visitors would effect an 
immense saving of time by the tube, 
the propounder of the scheme fully be- 
Heves that he may count upon carryirg 
500 passengers to and fro per diem, and 
if this sanguine estimate Is realized he 
will thus be enabled to cover the enor- 
mous expense of the tunneling works 
and make a profit. 


New American Bank. 

The establishment of an American 
bank in Berlin and London is contem- 
plated. It is believed that this will 
open the way for American industrial 
undertakings and-exports in the coun- 
tries of the old world.

oteces Waters. 

All natural waters contain a greater 
or less amount of mineral matter in so- 
lution. Rain water has the smallest 
percentage of solid impurities of any, 
and therefore it is taken as the stand- 
ard variety of soft water. 

The terms soft and hard, however, 
as applied to water are scientifically 
considered purely relative. 

Water is usually reckoned to be 
“soft” when it contains less than one 
five-thousandth part of its weight of 
mineral ingredients and “hard” when it 
contains more than one four-thou- 
sandth. 

Soft water has the property of easily 
forming a lather with soap and is 
therefore suitable for washing pur- 
poses, while hard water will only form 
a lather, and that imperfectly, with 
considerable difficulty. 

A mineral water has more than one 
two-thousandth of its weight of nat- 
ural dissolved solids, and a medicinal 
water Is a variety of mineral water 
containing a varying percentage of dis- 
solyed natural solid or gaseous drugs.

FULL DETAILS ARE LACKING 


Property Loss by Private Parties May 
Amount to a Miilion—People So 
Terrorized That Thunder and Light- 
bing Throw Them Into a Panic 


Bluefield, W. Va., June 26.—The situ- 
ation in the Elkhorn yalley is greatly 
improved, and yesterday marked the 
first time that newspaper reporters were 
able to get into the heart of the flood 
districts. 

General Manager Johnson of the Nor- 
folk and Western railroad was seen at 
North Fork Junction, where he Is per- 
sonally supervising the work, and he 
stated the loss was much less than ae- 

counts heretofore given out. He sald 


that if nothing unforeseen occurs his | 


force of 3000 men will have the road 
open for traffie on a single track by 
tonight, and that freight trains would 
be running in two or three days. 
believed that the road will be put in its 
normal condition within two weeks. 

Mr. Johnson says he will send local 
trains with supplies from Bluefield to 
Vivian today, and relieve any feeling 
that may exist. This statement seems 
remarkable when the condition at Key- 
stone is cousicered, with a half mile of | 
track gone and the river filling the old 
track space for several hundred yards. 
The distance between Keystone and the 
point reached yesterday by local trains 
is 20 miles. This section is covered 
with debris and ruins, but only two 
bridges are gone, 

General Boggs and Colonel Hudson of 
Governor White's staff visited the sec- 
tion yesterday. They went to Keystone 
to ascertain if the destitute needed help 
from the state. They were informed 
that Keystone would « ‘are for the desti- 
tute. 

Many hewspaper correspondents went 
into the center of the devastated district 
yesterday, and it was evident that the 
facts were not exaggerated so far as 
property loss is concerned. 

The number of drowned is now placed 
at GO persons. There has been some in- 
terruption to the wires between Roa- 
noke and Bluefield, and ouly one wire 
has beeninuse. <A telegram from Blue- 
field says there are no important de- 
velopmnents there. Blueticld is the great 
shipping point for the Pocahontas coal 
coming east. 

An explanation of the reports first cir- 
culated that great masses of human 
bodies were to be seen floating around 
in the water is that a graveyard between 
North Fork Junetion and Keystone, 
which towns are about a mile apart, and 
at which point the storm was very se- 
vere, was washed away. 

‘The loss to the coal operators will ap- 
proach $400,000, outside of the deiay 
at the mines in loading, ete. The 
property loss by many private parties is 
very heavy and cannot be estimated at 
this time. It is thought it will reach 
the million dollar mark. 

The people of the storni-swept see 
tion appear terrorized and their excite- 
ment is so intense that they are really 
helpless as far as work is concerned. 
In the section of severe thunderstorms 
each flash of lightning and peal of 
thunder is enough to cause a panic. 
The dead, as fast as found, are being 
hastily buried and many times the spot 
is not marked.

BLOOD WAS FREELY SHED 


Hammers, Bottles, Clubs, Stones and 
Knives Used Without Stint—One of 
the Participants Is In a Hospital, 
Probably Fatally Wounded . 


~ 


Lawrence, Mass., June 26.—The Syr- 
fan colony, not unfrequently in an up- 


roar because of personal ditferences, was 


a place of riot last night. One man 
was stabbed, probably fatally, and 10 
Syrians were placed under arrest, 

The trouble was a continuation of a 
row of Monday night, when eight Syr- 
ians were locked up. It seems to have 
sprung from a disugreement between 
one group of Syrians called the Valley 
street crowd, and another living on 
“the plains.” 

The fight last night occurred near the 
latter place, at the corner of Oak and 
White streets. It was a pitched bat- 
tle, in which hammers, hatchets, clubs 
and stones were generally resorted to, 
and, judging from the way in which 
Plood was shed, it Is likely that not a 
few knives were drawn, 

The fight began between a crowd from 
“the plains” and a few Syrians from 
Valley street. The latter were faring 
badly, but about 200 from Valley street 
came to the rescue, and the mob madea 
terrible din. The police swooped down 
on the crowd, and with billies applied 
with no gentle hand dispersed the most 
strenuous knots, Arrests were made 
of the most warlike Syrians. 

One Syrian tried to stab Patrolman 
Wadlin, but did not succeed, although 
| twice the officer was kuocked to the 
ground. Abdella Jubilatz was struck 
in the head with a hammer, and also 
stubbed. At the Cottage hospital, to 
which he was taken, it was said that 
he might die. 

It is understood that the trouble last 
night began with an assault on Jubilatz 
but for what reason is not kndwn. The 
disturbance naturally caused a_ big 
crowd of spectators to gather on the out- 

skirts of the contending forces, for it 

Was great sport for the urchins. Racial 
feeling, besides, runs strong, and these 
outbursts, which, however, have been 
mild compared with that of last night, 
have to some extent been provoked. 

The present trouble, however. is 
fmiuong the Syrians themselves, most of 
whom are employed in the mills. Most 
of the prisoners last night bore marks 
of hard usage. 

Must Be No Paper Republic 

New York June 26.—The next issue of 
The Independent will contain a paper 
under the caption “The Pacification of 
Cuba,” written by Senator Orville H. 
Platt. In closing the writer uses these 
words: “Que question must be asked: 
Will the new government succeed? 
Some conditions in Cuba are favorable 
to success; some are not. It must bea 
real republic, that will insure our peace 
and quiet and safeguard our interests 
there. A mere paper republic, with a 
Virtual dictator or constantly recurring 
revolutions, would be nearly as dis- 
astrous to Cuba and dangerous to the 
United States as was the Spanish dom- 
{nation to which we put an end.”

FALL RIVER THE LEADER 


No Other City Approaches It In the 
Manufacture of Print Cloths 

Fall River, Mass., June 27.—Henry H 
Earl of this city, in his 17th annua) 
summing up of the industries of Fall 
tiver, states that Fall River is still the 
largest manufacturer of print cloths 
in the country, and shows that this city 
has been gradually changing from the 
production of the courser fabrics to that 
of the finer grades of cloth. ‘There are 
75,878 set in the city, 39,517 of which 
are engaged in producing fine goods, 
This indicates the tendency of manu- 
fucturers towards finally devoting their 
best endeavors to fine goods manufae- 
ture. 

The number of spindles in operation 
total 2.848.408, and the employes of the 
mills have increased by over 1000, the 
total now being 20547. The weekly 
pity rollof local mills bas increased from 
$171,500, in ISYS, to $215,525, the bigh- 
est ever known in the listory of the in 
dustry. 

The mills here consume 369,600 bales 
of cotton per annum, and Mr, Earl states 
that in accordance with the changing 
over of looms from coarse to fine pro- 
duction, the grade of cotton used is much 
better. Fall River has more than one- 
seventh of all the spindles in the coun- 
try, aud she manufactures over three- 
qtuirters of ghe entire production of print 
cloths.

The ship Is listed heavily 
to port, and the waves are washing in 
and out of her forward and aft holds. 
The after decks are under water. A 
strong northeast breeze is rising, and 
tumbling up a heavy sea, which will 
soon dismantle the ship.

Dollars In Odd Shapes. 

Undbr the law a silver dollar may be 
@ grajn and a half over weight or a 
grain and a half under weight, and this 
“limit of tolerance” applies to all of our 
silver coins. In other words, they are 
not allowed to vary more thag that 
much from standard. In the case of 
goldpleces, the limit is half a grain 
pither way up to the eagle, a variation 
of as much as one grain being permissi- 
ble in the $10 and $20 pieces. 

Whenever a fresh batch of dollars ts 
turned out at the mint, samples are 
forwarded to the treasury at Washing- 
ton, where they are put through a very 
curious process. Each dollar is first 
weighed on exquisitely delicate scales 
to make sure that it is heavy enough 
and yet not too heavy. Then it is pass- 
ed between two steel rollers again and 
again until it is flattened out and 
transformed into a thin strip of silver— 
a sort of ribbon—a foot and a half in 
length. Then it is put beneath a little 
machine provided with several small 
punches, by which hundreds of tiny 
disks are punched out of the metal 
strip. 

Now, the object of this performtance 
is to obtain samples of metal from all 
parts of the dollar, inasmuch as It is 
conceivable that one portion might be 
ricber in silver than another. The little 
disks are shuffled together, and a few 
of them, taken at random from the lot, 
are subjected to an assay. -Thus the 
fineness of the material of the dollar is 
ascertained with absolute accuracy 
and, the weight having been already 
determined, the value and correctness 
of that coin are perfectly known. 

The sample pieces having been found 
correct, it is inferred that the entire 
batch of dollars is all right.—Saturday 
Evening Post. 


Car and Hose Cart Collided 

Montgomery, Ala., June 27.—A col- 
lision on Hull street between a trolley 
car and a hose cart caused the death of 
one man, and four others were injured. 
All were firemen. The firemen were re- 
sponding to an alarm of fire, and were 
crossing the railway track when the 
hose carriage was struck by the ear. 

Russia to Recall DeGiers 

Berlin, June 27.—A special dispatch 
from St. Petersburg says that M. De 
Giers, the Russian minister to China, 
will shortly be recalled from Pekin, 
where he hus shown inaptitude. De 
Giers will be transferred to Munich, 
and his successor at Pekin will be Paul 
Lessar, who is an anglophile. 


Books Said to Be In Bad Shape 

Weymouth, Mass., June 27.—The 
board of town auditors and town treas- 
urer have been hard at work on the 
books of the water departinent, and it 
will be some time yet before the work 
is completed. Some of them are said 
to be in bud shape.

Distress of Flood Sufferers 
Will Be Relieved 


NOT OVER FIFTY LIVES LOST 


According to an Official Statement by 
Governor White—Elkhorn Valley 
People Being Relleved—Provisions 
Scarce In Remote Districts 


Charleston, W. Va., June 27.—Gov- 
ernor White yesterday issued the follow- 
ing to the public: 

“Advices received from personal rep- 
resentatives sent to Keystone and the 
flooded disirict in the l’lat Top region 
are to the Gffect that the loss of life will 
not exceed 50, and that there is no dis- 
tress which cauuot be provided for by 
the home people, and there is no need of 
outside help of any kind. ‘The offers 
of help from all over the country have 
been generous, and are highly. appre- 
clated, If it shoutd develop that ald 
from the outside is needed, I will take 
occasion to inform the people of West 
Virginia of that fact. In any event 
I feel sure that the citizens of this state 
will be willing and able to supply any 
aid that may be needed.” 

A Bluefield dispatch says that at 
Norwood a new iron bridge, just com- 
pleted, is a total wreck. A great pile 
of debris near the bridge was found, 
and in it a miner’s cabin, in which was 
a colored child, about 3 years old. It 
had been imprisoned two days, and was 
exhausted from thirst and hunger, Its 
miraculous escape is due to the fact that 
this cabin was thrown on the already 
accumulated drift above the crest of 
the receding flood. This little one’s 
parents have not been found. 

Better conditions in the stricken dls- 
trict prevail. ‘The relief train loaded 
with supplies and necessities has dis- 
tributed its freight along the Elkhorn 
valley for 1Y miles. On the North Fork 
branch it will be necessary to transport 
supplies by a mule train, as wagons can 
not reach that section, and provisions 
are getting ularmiugly scarce. 

The railroad repair force 1s working 
night and day, and great progress i« 
being made. Much of the line {s prac- 
tically being rebuilt, as even the grade 
has to be re-established. 

No bodies were recovered yesterday. 
A nuniber of the largest heaps of dritt 
at Bluefield were set on fire last night 
by some uuknown friend of the public 
health. In this pile of debris it is es- 
timated that there were at least 25 dead 
bodies. ‘The heap is now a pile of 
smouldering ashes. 

Judge Doolittle, who has visited the 
flooded section, says that words can- 
not describe the scene of devastation 
between Vivian and Davy. It was a 
tidal wave fro ma cloudburst, and swept 
everything before it. In the track 
of its course everything is gone, includ 
ing coke ovens and pillars of stone. At 
Vivian the water came down the moun- 
tain sides in monster waves, and peo- 
ple who attempted to flee to the hills 
were washed back and carried away 
by the raging current of the Elkhorn 
The section visited by the flood was 
thickly settled, but as the population 
consists chiefly of miners who were at 
work at the time, the large majority of 
the dead are women and children, 

Heavy rain last night in the head 
waters of ‘he Elkhorn has washed out 
much of the new work, and is likely to 
delay traffic. 

A Veritable Deluge 

Pittsburg, June 27.—A storm which 
struck Pittsburg and vicinity yesterday 
afternoon was short in duration, but 
terrific in power, and disastrous in re- 
sult. The lightning and thunder was 
practically continuous for about 30 min- 
utes, the wind attaining a velocity of 
80 miles an hour, and .46 inch of rain 
fell. In two minutes’ of the time .15 
of an inch of water fell, which would 
represent three inches an hour. One 
Woman was killed instantly by light- 
ning, and several other persons may die 
from the same cause, and numberless 
houses and churches were struck by 
lightning. In the city proper no fatali- 
ties are reported, but in Homestead the 
waters rushed down the hills and liter. 
ally engulfed thetown. ‘The extent of 
the damage done there will reach many 
thousands of dollars in property loss. 


Desolation In Creek Valley 

Cumberland, Md., June 27.—A serlea 
of cloudbursts devastated the New Creek 
valley, south of Keyser, W. Va. The 
river rose over 10 feet in lialf an hour. 
Many farm buildings were destroyed, 
and the valley strewn with carcapses 
of livestock. 


From Egypt to China 

Washington, June 27.—According to 
a report to the state department, an Eng- 
lish engineer has worked out a plan to 
connect Alexandria, Egypt, directly 
with Shanghai, by railroad, ‘he pro- 
posed road, which will be about 6400 
miles long, will have three divisions. 
The middle one, of 3125 miies, already 
is in existence. 


Clerks to Work Overtime 

Washington, June 27.—In order to ex- 
pedite the publication of the final re- 
ports of the census office, Director Mer- 
riam has increased to the extent of an 
hour and a half daily the hours of labor 
of the clerks in the office, who are will- 
ing to have the extension made. They 
will receive $15 per month additional 
salary. 


Teddy Oliver Is Dead ~ 

Buffalo, June 27.—Andrew Jones, 
known professionally as “eddy Oliver, 
a trick bicycle rider, died yesterday 
from injuries received on{June 3, when 
he attempted to ride bis Wwheel over a 
40-foot cliff intoa lake at the Pan-Amer- 
ican exposition. 


GOING TO ENGLAND 


Cecil Rhodes Is Unlikely to Ever Re- 
turn to Africa 

Cape Town, June 27.—Cecil Rhodes, 
the maker of South Africa, diamond 
king and ten times millionaire, is go- 
ing home to die. The wrecker of Af- 
rikanders’ hopes and the hero of Eng- 
land, is a wreck himself. He is on the 
verge of paralysis. 

He will sail from this port for Eng- 
land on July 3. That erect, heroic fig- 
ure that dominated a wilderness and 
eut paths through it for the march of 
civilization, is bent and decrepit. The 
once firm lips are agape. The oue-time 
far-seelug and fearless eyes are dull 
and haggard. He lives at Groat Schur, 
a beautiful country seat near here. 

When an Oxford undergraduate, 
Rhodes went to South Africa to prolong 
his life a few years. Africa agreed 
with him in more ways than physically. 
He became its master. 

A tract of country five times the size 
of Great Britain, the richest, most fer- 
tile, most healthy and best watered tn 
all Africa, was added to the British em- 
pire by the will of one man, without au- 
thority, and in the very teeth of that 
elpive’s opposition. 

Then came the Jameson raid, 


It was 


a fizzle. It was Rhodes’ only mistake. 
Yet it succeeded. South Africa is prac- 
tleally British today. This raid 


stripped Khodes of all his official posi- 
tions. He was execrated by all civil- 
ized humanity. But he never listened 
toit. If he couldn’t govern a continent 
he could put money into his private 
purse, and he did. He put many mil- 
lions into it. 


Terrible Accident to Foundrymen 

Chicago, June 27.—Caught in streams 
of molten metal, which poured into the 
cupola room of the American Car and 
Foundry company yesterday, seven 
workmen were frightfully burned, three 
of them fatally. The explosion of a 
dynamite shell, which had been placed 
in the cupola with scrap Iron, caused 
the accident. When the shell had been 
heated it burst, breaking the walls of the 
cupola, the molten metal streaming 
forth in all directions. Not one of the 
men escaped the white-hot metal. 


Wronvgfully Used Money 

Cammiden, N. J. June 27.—Vice Chan- 
cellor Gray yesterday signed the decree 
in the suit brought by Miss Kate MeCul- 
loch against “Dr.” Tompkins, the Cam- 
den Christian Science leader, to recover 
money entrusted to his care. This de- 
eree requires ‘Tompkins to convey to 
Miss MeCul'uch a house which he pur- 
chased with her funds, and to pay over 
to her a balance of $2,425.14, besides the 
costs of the suit, amounting to about 
$200. ‘Tompkins has 10 days in whick 
to obey the decree, 


Says England Will Back Us 

London, June 27.--David B, Hender- 
son, ex-speaker of the United States 
house of representatives, said to a rep- 
resentative of the Associated Press last 
night, regardiug a half-hour interview 
with King Edward: ‘I can assure my 
American friends that England may be 
depended on in any ordinary contro- 
versy which may urise between the 
United States and the remainder of the 
world.” 


A Death-Bed Confession 

Vinita, I. T.. June 27.—George Will- 
jams, lying on his death bed, yesterday, 
confessed to having been an accomplice 
in the murder last September at Pryor 
Creek of T. E. Smith and Green Smith. 
In his statement Williams also impli- 
eated William Nichols, Willlam G. 
Smith, Lon Smith and John Smith. 
Robbery was the motive. 


Run Down by Train 

Newark, N. J., June 27.—After paying 
off a gang of men who were employed 
by the Pennsylvania Steel company on 
a bridge west of the central station, yes- 
terday, Joseph M. Deemer started to 
walk to the depot and was struck by a 
train and instantly killed.. He was the 
superintendent and paymaster of the 
steel company. 


Hotel Burned to the Ground 

Marshfield, Mass., June 27.—The 
Humapock, a large summer hotel on the 
south shore, was burned flat yesterday, 
and with it went the many outbuild- 
ings. The hotel was owned by Fred 
Merrill, who placed his direct loss at 
$30,000. ‘The fire was probably caused 
by a defective flue. 


Carroll Going to Wantage 

Queenstown, June 27.—John F, Car- 
roll, the Tammany Hall leader, who 
reached this port yesterday on the 
steamer Oceanic, insists that his trip 
is purely for pleasure, Carroll admits, 
however, that he is going to see Kichard 
Croker at Wantage. 


Was Determined to Die 

New York, June 27.—Anton Sica, an 
Italian barber, 26 years old, committed 
suicide last night by shooting himself, 
taking carbolic acid and turning on 
the gas. Sica had been engaged to be 
married, but the engagement had been 
broken. 


Clergyman Killed In Family Quarrel 

Columbia, 8S. C., June 27.—Rey, Pat- 
rick Chambers was killed at Holly 
Springs yesterday by his son-in-law, 
Daniel Roach. It is said the murd:r 
was the result of a quarrel over family 
affairs. 


Broken Flange Caused Wreck 
Norwalk, 0., June 27.—A trolley car 
was wrecked near Monroeville last eve- 
bing by a broken flange. Six persons 
were severely hurt.

| WiLL ANO A DEAD BODY 


; On Her Feet 


Figure In a Story Told by Two Men 
to Police of Boston 

Boston, June 27.—lI'wo young men 
walked into station 12, South Boston, 
yesterday, and reported that the body 
of a man, alleged to have been stolen 
from a cemetery at Littleton, N. H., 
was at an undertaker’s rooms near by. 
The young men said they were sons- 
in-law of Richard Little of Littleton. 

They sald that iast fall Mr. Little died 
at his home in South Boston. With 
him lived his fourth wife. The body of 
Mr. Little wus removed to Littleton, and 
interred in the cemetery there in a lot 
belonging to a daughter of Mr. Little's 
first wife. 

When the will of Mr. Little was read 
it surprised Mrs. Little of South Bos- 
ton, who believed that she would get a 
large portion of his property, which 
amounted to several thousand dollars. 
He bequeathed several amounts to mem- 
bers of his family and relatives, and 
provided that, “as lis widow already 
had sufficient of the world’s goods,” she 
was to receive the Interest ou $25,000. 

The daughter by the first wife took the 
body to Littleton, and there it was in- 
terred. ‘There was a controversy at 
the time as tu where the body should 
be buried, Mrs, Little opposing the burial 
at Littleton. 

Since then, the young men said, it fs 
evident considerable quiet work has 
been going on. At daylight yesterday 
it was found that the grave had been 
opened and the body removed. ‘The 
body, the young men said, was put on 
a train and shipped to Boston. On ar- 
riving in this city, the body was taken 
to undertaking rooms on Dorchester 
street. 

The undertaker admitted possession 
of the body, und displayed a permit. with 
what purported to be the signature of 
the town clerk of Littleton. The two 
young men asserted that the permit was 
fraudulent. 

The police, after considering the ease, 
served a warrant issued to Cemetery 
Commissioner Conant of Littleton, and 
the undertaker, A. W. Morrow, was ar- 
rested. ‘The charge is that of breaking 
open a grave at Littleton and removing 
a body without due authority. 


Marquls Convicted of Conspiracy 

Paris, June 27.—The trial of Marquis 
Lur Saluces was concluded yesterday. 
The marquis was voted gullty of con- 
spiracy and he was sentenced to five 
years’ banishment. He left Paris last 
night. M. Falliere, president of the 
court, asked the warquis if he had any- 
thing to suy, to which the latter re- 
plied that proscription or imprisonment 
mattered little tohim. Headded: “I 
will always be able to say to my chil- 
dren: Your father kept his honor un- 
stained.” 


Kruger Hasn’t Lost Hope 

Rotterdam, June 27.—In a speech of 
welcome to Mr. Kruger at the town hall 
yesterday, the burgomaster said Rot- 
terdam wished to pay homage to the 
little Boer pation, which had showu 
such faith and confidence in its own 
strength. Mr. Kruger, in a brief reply, 
deplored the fact that his country was 
cut off from supplies and ammunition, 
and said he was fully convinced that 
the Lord would deliver his country in 
his own good time. 


Basis of Sults Kept Secret 

New York, June 27.—Subpoenas were 
served yesterday on John C. Osgood, 
president of the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company, in two suits brought by the 
Atlantic Trust company. In one suit 
the dainages are placed at $400,000, and 
in the other at $225,000.

Yale Beats Harvard in 
Varsity Contest. 


Her Freshmen All Rowed 
Better Than Rivals 


To Harvard Fell the Honer of Win- 
ning the Four-OQared Contest 


New Loudon, Conn., June 28.—In a 
race never excelled on the Thames for 
spectacular closeness, Yale's ‘varsity 
crew, won in the last half mile of a 
four-mile race yesterday. 

It was a contest that worked into a 
perfect frenzy the thousands of en- 
thusiasts who watched it froin the ob- 
servation trains, yacbts and points of 
Vuntage on the banks and saw Yale row 
to victory, leading Harvard over the 
finish line by a scant two lengths. 

To Yale also fell the honor of a vic- 
tory in the freshman race, while Har- 
vard takes coosolation in the fact that 
ber ‘varsity four walked away from the 
Yale quartet handsomely. 

The two minor races, with honors di- 
vided, served to whet the appetite of 12,- 
OU spectators on the observation trains 
aud half as many people on yachts and 
the river banks. ‘These contests had 
resulted exactly as the experts had pre- 
dicted, and the great crowds were im- 
patient for the supreme event of the re- 
gatta. 

The big race was rowed down stream 
in the cool of the evening, shortly after 
7 o'clock. ‘The conditions were fairly 
favorable. A wind out of the south- 
west blew diagonally against the crews 
ut the rate of about six miles an hour. 
\ beautiful start, with the two eights 
rowing stroke for stroke, began a con- 
test that will never be forgotten by 
those who witnessed it. 

Harvard immediately took the lead. 
Her stalwart oarsmen retained it fora 
mile and a half. At the two-mile flag 
Yale had cut down the Harvard advan- 
tage, and drew ahead only to lose again 
before a half mile had been travelled. 
For still another half mile the Cau.- 
bridge boys held on and the excitement 
was of the keenest kind, 

Both crews had by this time dropped 
to an unusually slow stroke, at times the 
rate per minute being scarcely 30. 
Yale’s endurance, however, was up to 
the standard, and, as the two shells ap- 
proached the three and a half mile flag, 
the Elis spurted magnificently. Har- 
vard responded, but it was Yale's day. 
She took the lead, and not only kept it, 
but drew away rapidly in the last quar- 
ter of a mile until the finish was 
reached, when Yale crossed the line 
barely two lengths ahead, with Harvard 
rowing maufully. 

It was one of the most beautiful con- 
tests between the crews of the two uni- 
versities ever seen on the river. From 
the echo of the referee's pistol until the 
crews Were under the shadow of the 
drawbridge at the finish, it was any- 
body's race. 

The official time was: 
Harvard, 23:45. 

The victory came to Yale alike from 
the splendid power of her oarsmen and 
the superb generalship of Coxwain 
Chittenden. With great foresight he 
refused to push his men until the su- 
preme moment came. His care found 
his men ready totakeupthetask. Har- 
vard had shot her bolt earlier, and Yale 
had added another to her long st of 
victories. 

The race was a hard one for Harvard 
to lose; a magnificent one for the win- 
ners. ‘he end found Goodell, the bow 
oar in the Harvard boat, in a state of 
collapse. It became necessary to lift 
him from his seat into the launch. In 
the Yale shell Stroke Cameron, too, was 
in distress, but he was able to help him- 
self into the Yale launch. The other 
oarsmen were all strovg and in good 
condition. 

The freshman contest was an easy 
victory for the Yale youngsters, Har- 
vard, 1904, belug four and a half lengths 
to the rear. 

The freshmen’s time was: 
10:27 4-5; Llarvard, 10:48. 

Harvard's four won with marvelous 
abandon by six full lengths. 

In the four-oared race the time was: 
Harvard, 11:49 1-5; Yale, 12:09 1-5. 

No records were broken, and the time 
for the 'varsity race was unusually slow, 
probably because of an anexpectedly 
low stroke and the cross wind. 

While quiet and disappointment pre- 
vailed at Harvard's quarters when the 
‘varsity oarsmen returned to their quar- 
ters, great enthusiasm and jollification 
existed at Broadview when the Elis ar- 
rived there after their victory. At 
Red Top, Dr. Darling gave special 
treatment to Goodell. The rower was

none the worse for thelr rour-mile race, 
and passed the evening in resting. 

Coach Storrow said to the Associated 
Press representative: “It wasa plucky 
race, but the Yale men outclassed us. 
Nevertheless, I think we gave them all 
the rowing they wanted. As for Qood- 
el he rowed to the finish, and did not 
give out until then.” 

The celebration at the Yale quarters 
was vigorous, but only the beginning 
of what was expected by the men to 
occur iater at New Haven. There were 
cheers for Captain Blagdon and each 
of the men. 


OLD SOL’S RAYS 


Responsible For Deaths and Many 
Prostrations From Extreme Heat 
Boston, June 28,—For the first time 

since the departure of winter the people 
of New England yesterday complained 
of the heat. The hot wave reached its 
maximum intensity, few places report- 
ing less than 90 at noon, and at widely 
separated points the mercury going 
much higher. At 4p. m. it was 941n 
this city, with a strong wind blowing. 
On Wednesday the humidity was very 
high, while yesterday it was several 
degrees below normal. In Boston there 
were very many prostrations, with three 
fatalities. These latter were an un- 
known man, who died on the way toa 
hospital, Fred Belcher and Michael Mul- 
rey. There were nine serious prostra- 
tions. 

The hospitals all day had many cases 
of minor consequence, and the ambu- 
lances were frequently seen on the 
streets. 

Yesterday was the hottest in Portland, 
Me., for two years, according to the 
weather bureau reports, the thermem- 
eter registering 94.4. Thermometers 
on the surface registered as high as 107.

Tin Box and Three Rocks Cost 
Him $3000 : 


HE MET CONFIDENCE MEN 


Expected to Be $5000 Richer by Pick- 

ing Out a “Winning” Card In a 
Slick 
Strangers, Who Have Disappeared 


Game Introduced by Iw» 


Newburyport, Mass., June 28.—Jere- 
miah Blake, aged 83 years, who retired 
from business several years ago with a 
comfortable bank account, made the 
acquaintance of two strangers here yes- 
terday, and as a result of a wager on 
cards and the manipulation of a box, 
supposed to contain woney belonging to 
him, was a loser of $3000, which had 
been drawn from local iustitutions for 
the purpose of convincing the strangers 
that he could draw a certain card. 

Mr. Blake resides at 264 High street, 
and, while at his house, a well dressed 
and finely appearing stranger made his 
appearance with a carriage, and in 
formed Mr. Blake that he was in the 
city for the purpose of purchasing some 
land for a well-known lady in Boston, 
who had two sons, both lawyers, one re- 
siding in Boston, and the other in 
Portsmouth. He said the woman was 
anxious to purchase the property In 
Newburyport, where she could make 
her residence and be about the same 
distance from her sons. He told Mr. 
Blake that he was acquainted with his 
son, James S. Bluke, in Boston, who 
had told him to visit his father, who 
would undoubtedly show him property 
in Newburyport that would be desirable 
for the woman. 

‘The stranger jmmediately secured Mr. 
Blake's confidence. They soon after 
ward got tuto the carriage and started 
out into the country, and, after going 
about four miles, they met a man who 
presented the appearance of being a 
farmer. ‘The team was stopped and, 
after a brief conversation, stranger 
number two produced a red handker- 
chief containing $5000 in bills and three 
ecards, two faced with a colored man’s 
head, and the other with a picture of 
Admiral Dewey. He said he had lost 
$500 in Haverhill, but was willing to 
Stake the $5000 in the handkerchief 
that neither of the men could pick out 
the card bearing the picture of Adiniral 
Dewey. 

Mr. Blake took exceptions to his claim, 
aud, after noticing tat a corner of the 
Dewey card had been slight!y turned up, 
he informed the man that he thought he 
could pick out the card, and expressed 
a willingness tu try it if he had the 
money. The man who had first made 
Mr. Blake's acquaintance said he would 
put up $2000 if Mr. Blake would furnish 
the remaining $3000. Mr. Blake agreed 
to the proposition, and with stranger 
number one came to this city for the 
money, after being informed by the man 
with the $5000 that he would remain 
there but an hour. At Newburyport, 
Mr. Blake drew $3000, and taking it In 
six packages they drove out into the 
country, found the man, and Mr, Blake 
put the money in a tin box, while his 
companion deposited his $2000, Strane- 
er number two also put In his $5000, the 
box was locked by stranger number 
one, and the key was placed in his 
pocket. The box was then wrapped in 
a newspaper, fastened with a rubber 
band and placed in the hands of Mr. 
Blake to hold pending the drawing of 
the card. 

The card was drawn, and Mr. Blake 
was aneasy winner. Hecongratulated 
bimself that he was able to pick out 
the Dewey card and was the owner of 
the contents of the tin box. The man 
who had lost $5000 told the men that he 
wanted to get away as soon as he could, 
as he had lost all of his money, and 
suggested that Mr. Blake's friend drive 
him to the nearest railroad station. 
They drove off together, leaving Mr. 
Blake in the road. the man with the 
carriage informing him that he would 
return within an hour. Mr. Blake 
waited about half that time and decided 
to start toward the city, thinking he 
would meet the man when he returned 
with the team. The man failed to re- 
turn, and Mr. Blake reached his home 
early in theevening. He broke into the 
tin box that was supposed to contain 
the $10,000, but he only found three 
rocks that corresponded in weight ta! 
the several packages of money placed 
in the original box. The police were 
notified, but no clue bas been secured, 
and the team has not put in an appear- 
ance at a local stable where the man 
hired it during the afternoon.

better, A Rockland dispatch says: 


the John L. Goss quarries, Crotch 
Island, Stonington, a few daysago. It 
Was estimated to weigh 52,000 tons. 
This enormous mountain of granite 
is 325 feet long, 50 feet wide and 38 
feet in depth, 

‘“‘This,’’ says Mr. Goss, ‘‘is the 
largest piece of granite ever lovsened 
in this country.’’ 

Months of careful work were ex- 
pended in loosening this giant piece of 
granite from the pyramid-like moun- 
tain where it rests. The peculiarity of 
the granite formation at Crotch Island 
alone makes this enormous piece of 
quarring possible. The granite lies 
shelf on shelf, and, in order to separ- 
ate one layer ffom the other, it is 
necessary to dtill hundreds of holes in 
which dynamite is placed and fired.

Railroad Changes. 

Radical changes in the N. Y., N. LU. 
& H. R. R. system have commenced at 
South Boston between the roll-lift 
at Fort Point channel and Dorchester 
avenue. Work on the new bridge that 
is to take the place of the old Broad 
way extension structure has been 
started in earnest and already a trestle 
has been built out to the end of the 
pivotal span, to be foot 
passengers. ‘The lines of Low 
operated over the bridge will be de 
flected to other routes the 
period of constraction. 

It is expected that fully a year will 
elapse before the work is completed, 
during which time the Gonsolidated 
road will have its great repairing 
plant at Readville ready for occupancy. 
This will permit of the removal of 
the old machine shops from the com- 
pany’s Soutb Boston yard, and also the 
relocation of the roundhouse. 

The present grade from the southerly 
abutment of the roll-lift bridge is to 
be raised about four feet. There is 
now a sudden drop from this point and 
a sharp reverse curve that are obstacles 
to the free movement of trains and 
make it necessary to keep two pushers 
on hand at all times to guard against 
blockades. 

With all the improvements completed 
radical changes in the entire system of 
trackage will take place, one being 
the entire separation of the level 
crossing between the roadbeds of the 
Plymouth and Midland divisions.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


Items of Interest Gathered at 
Washington. 


NEW ROOFS FOR THE OAPITOL. 


Those Over Supseme Court and Stat- 
uary Hall to Be Replaced—Illustra- 
tion of the President's Devotion to 
His Wife—Straw Hats For Horses. 
Automobiles For Fire Chiefs, 


The architect of the capitol at Wash- 
fugton has decided that it will be nec- 
essary to remove the entire ceiling of 
the United States supreme court room 
at the capitol in order to replace the 
timber roof with a more substantial 
structure of steel, says the Washing- 
ton Star. The ceiling has been care- 
fully photographed, and diagrams have 
been made of it so that the new ceiling 
can be replaced so that it will not be 
possible for the observer from below to 
detect that it has been removed. Ma- 
terial for this work has been ordered, 
and about Aug. 1 it will be in Wash- 
ington, so that the work of reconstruc- 
tion can then be begun. 

The reconstruction of the roof of 
Statuary hall will also be begun at the 
same time. A temporary roof will be 
built under the present ceiling, so that 
when the rafters and plastering have 
been torn out no inconvenience will be 
caused in the hall whatever may be 
the character of the weather. The 
statues will all be boxed so as to pro- 
tect them from damage. The guides 
at the capitol have been greatly alarm- 
ed over the possibility of having a part 
of their stock in trade destroyed by the 
reconstruction of the roof. They fear 
the “sounding stones” and the various 
acoustic peculiarities of the hall will 
be interfered with by the new roof 
and ceiling, although the ceiling is to 
be an exact duplicate of the old one. 
The old construction was of wood, 
while the new one will be of steel, and 
this alteration may make such a change 
as they fear, though no one at the capl- 
tol is certain what the result will be.

The Humane society of Washington 
has been agitating the question of hats 
for horses, and its efforts are bearing 
some fruit, says the Washington 
Times.

Should the experiment in Washington 
of using automobiles for the fire chiefs 
prove successful, it is expected that 
other cities will quickly take it up.

Development of the Hammer. 

Man's first tool was the uplifted hand 
grasping a stone, and from this came, 
after many years, the hammer. As 
heavier blows became necessary the 
hammer grew in size, until it was op- 
erated by machinery In the form of the 
tilt or helve hammer. When steam suc- 
ceeded water as a motive power, @ 
steam cylinder replaced the tripping 
cam, but the first half of the past cen- 
tury had nearly expired before the orig- 
inal form of this tool was at all chang- 
ed by James Nasmyth’s invention of 
the upright steam hammer. 

Since then the falling weight of this 
design of tool bas gradually been in- 
creased from a few hundred pounds up 
to 100 and even 125 tons, but excepting 
the smaller sizes up to 25 tons it has 
since 1890 been superseded by the hy- 
draulic press, which by its slow motion 
produces a more thorough working of 
the metal. Presses have growno until 
the capacity of 14,000 tons was reach- 
ed, requiring a 15,000 horsepower en- 
gine to drive it. Such a tool, with its 
accompaniment of 200 ton electric 
cranes for handling the work under- 
neath, is capable of forging ingots over 
75 inches in diameter and weighing 
more than 250,000 pounds.

Dawes’ Prompt Action In Case 
of Seventh National Bank 


LOANS REACHING $1,600,000 


To a Stock Brokerage Firm Were Se- 
cured by Collaterals Considered of 
@ Doubtful Nature—Heavy Debit 
Balance at Clearing House 


Washington, June 28.—Comptroller 
Dawes yesterday ordered the closing of 
the Seventh National bank of New York 
city, and appointed Forrest Raynor, na- 
tional bank examiner, temporary re- 
celver. Later the comptroller made the 
following s‘atement: 


“Comptroller Dawes stated that on 
Tuesday he received word from the na- 
tional bank examiner that Henry Mar- 
quand & Co, had recently become in- 
debted in a sum approximating $1,600,- 
000 to the Seventh National bank of New 
York, which was secured by collaterals 
of a doubtful nature. Upon receipt 
Wednesday of further information re- 
garding the nature of the collaterals 
securing this loan, he sent a telegram to 
E. FE. Thomas, president of the Seventh 
National bank, as follows: 

“ ‘I have just received information 
from the national bank examiner that 
Henry Marquand & Co. have loans of 
|__| large amount iv your bank, approximat- 
ing $1,600,000, Unless promptly and 
satisfactorily assured that this loan will 
be taken up and cash therefor put into 
the bank by Saturday night, June 29, I 
will appoint a receiver for the bank. 
Please convene your board of directors 
and announce this to them,’ 

“In explanation of the conditions im- 
posed, the ¢omptroller states that, while 
advances had been made by the direct- 
ors to the bank they had been made on 
the credit of good securities owned by 
the bank, but that no such advances af- 
fected the bank’s solvency while the 
Henry Marquand paper remained, It 
was necessary, therefore, for him, in 
the performance of his duty, to promptly 


impose these conditions, before further 


withdrawals of deposits were made. 
The comptroller stated that the Mar- 
quand loan is partially secured, and It 
is hoped that the loss to depositors will 
not be large.” 

Postmaster Van Cott of New York city 
has been instructed to deposit the mone y 
order funds for the present in the sub- 
treasury at New York, and a new de- 
pository, to take the place of the su< 
pended bank, will be determined on by 
the postmaster general. The post- 
master is not permitted to let the money 
order balance in the bank exceed $300,- 


Causes Leading to Suspension 

New York June 28.—The Seventh Na- 
tional bank »pened for business as usual 
yesterday, but at 10:45 the doors were 
closed by Cashier Adams, who reported 
that the bank had suspended. 

The deci ion to close the bank was 
reached after a protracted conference 
in the directors’ room, participated in by 
the new president, E. R. Thomas, ex- 
President Kiuiball and several other 
members of the board. 

Among the institutions having close 
business relations with the Seventh Na- 
tional bank was the stock brokerage 
firm of Marquand & Co. 

At the clearing house the following 
statement was made: “This morning 
the Seventh National bank came ifn 
debtor $644.108.95. When it was found 
that the debt balance was so heavy the 
clearing house committee communicated 
with the officers of the bank, and the 
clearings were held back 30 minutes. 
At 10:45 a. m., W. N. Cromwell, Edwin 
Gould and Mr. Thomas, president of the 
bank, came into the clearing house, and 
informed the committee that, in view of 
their heavy debit balance, and for other 
reasons, it was considered wise that the 
bank should temporarily suspend.” 

The Times says today that from 
sources having absolute knowledge of 
the facts, it was ascertained beyond 
peradventure that Samuel ‘Thomas ad- 
vauced the $983,000 to settle the debit 
balance of the Seventh National bank 
at the clearing house on Tuesday. It 
was also established that $200,000 was 
advanced by Edwin Gould to help the 
bank in the strait. What security the 
lenders secured could not be learned. 
Ex-President Kimball, it was stated, 
owned 60 shares of the bank’s stock. 


Union Must Be Recognized 

Reading, Pa.. June 28.—The proposi- 
tion of Frank C. Smith, vice president 
of the Reading Iron company, offering 
an increase of wages to the 2000 striking 
iron workers and puddlers, to receive 
$4 a ton, will be rejected. The leaders 
say they will not accept the offer unless 
it involves the recognition of the union. 


Irish Charged Partisanship 

London, June 28.—After a prolonged 
debate and considerable disorder, the 
house of commons in committee this 
morning adopted the coal tax by a ma- 
jority of 86. The Irish members ac- 
cused the chairman of committee of par- 
tisanship in omitting to secure a proper 
hearing for the opponents of the act. 


Weighty Problem to Come 

Havana June 28.—La Lucha, referring 
editorially to the annexation movement, 
warns its agitators to proceed slowly, 
saying that premature action will prove 
harmful to themselves and that their 
efforts should be saved for that time in 
the future when the problem of annexa- 
tion comes up.

MANY PERSONS OVERCOME 


Three Deaths and Numerous Pros-

Boston, June 20.—Yesterday'’s weather 
was the hottest of any June day since 
the weather bureau was established, 
but the official maximum temperature 
of 97 degrees does not begin to indi- 
cate the extreme heat experienced in 
many parts of the city, where the ther- 
mometer ranged from 100 to 105 in the 
shade. 

A good breeze during the earlier 
morning hours greatly tempered the 
sun's rays, but it diminished as the day 
lengthened, aud in localities where it 
did not penetrate at all the air was like 
that from ua furnace. As a result 20 
cases of prostration were reported, three 
of which proved fatal. James Francis.

Sequel to the Failure of the 
Seventh National 


/ON BEAR SIDE OF MARKET 


Had Recently Been Forced to Cover 
at a Heavy Loss—May Be Several 


Days Before a Statement of the 


Firm’s Status Can Be Given 


New York, June 29.—The announce- 
ment of the failure of Henry Marquand 
& Co., bankers and brokers, the name of 
which firm has been connected with the 
embarrassment of the Seventh National 
bank, had beeu anticipated, for the 
events attendant upon the closing ef 
the Seventh National bank had let in 
stronz light upon the contidential affairs 
of the concern. 

Assignment was made to Frank S 
Smith, without preferences or state- 
ment of assets and liabilities. 

The railroad guide shows that Frank 
S. Stuith is vice president and general 
counsel of the Pittsburg, Shawmut and 
Northern railroad. Henry Marquand is 
first vice president of the company. 

Inquiry at the local oflice of the 
Pittsburg, Shawmut and Northern sail- 
road, as to the effect of the failure upon 

the railroad, brought out an assurance 
| that there would be no disastrous con- 
| Sequences us far as the railroad was cou- 
, cerne “ld. 
“But didn't Marquand & Co. finance 
the railroad?’ was asked. “Oh, yes,” 
was the reply of the official, “but they 
| have the bonds, and we have the mon- 
| ey. Ile added that Marqnuand & Co. 
had merely handled the 
road, but did not control it. 

Marquand & Co. have been at times 
recently heavy sellers of stocks, and 
were very aggressive on the bear side 
of the stock market. One day they sold 
fully 50,000 shares of stock, breaking 
prices two to three points; but after their 
selling ceased the market rallied, and 
they were forced to cover at a heavy 
loss. They repeated these operations 
frou time to time. 

The firm consisted of Henry Mar- 
quand, who is a son of Henry G. Mar- 
quand, and Frauk B. Poor, son of the 
former presideut of the National Park 
bank. It was said that the elder Mar- 
quand had advanced $250,000 to help 
out his son's firm. 

The admitted embarrassment of the 
firm in connection with the Seventh Na- 
tional bank failure resulted in the 
wholesale calling in of the stocks loaned 
to them for delivery, and they were 
obliged to buy heavily in the open mar- 
ket tocover. At the same time, the ac- 
tions of the clearing house conmimittee 
and of the comptroller of the currency 
put official isapproval on securities iv 
which the firm had large investments, 
and which figured as part of the col- 
lateral in the loan of $1,600,000 from the 
Seventh National bank, and whicb 
caused the suspension of the bank. The 
disturbance in the stock market, caused 
by the embarrassment and which de- 
pressed prices, worked to the firm's ad 
vantage so far as it showed profits on 

| their contracts, but the blow to thelr 
credit deprived them of resources to take 
advantage of these conditions, 

Assignee Smith said that he had been 
going over the books and lists of se- 
curities of the firm with counsel of the 
assignee. He said that probably sev- 
eral days would elapse before a state- 
ment of the firm's status could be given. 

Mr. Smith said that the firm had many 
excellent securities, and added that he 
bad called personally upon the creditor 
interests, requesting them not to sacri 
fice any of the firm's securities, which 
they held as collateral for loans. In all 
eases, he said, he had received assur- 
ances that no such sacrifices would be 
made. Mr. Smith further said that 
under the circumstances he did not think 
any of the creditors would suffer.

Something About the 
Fourth and lis 
History.

It is only 125 years since the Fourth 
was established, and the most wonder- 
ful era in the history of the world 
dawned in America, when the old Lib- 
erty bell rang out the glad tidings to 
the people of a disenthralled land, and 
the Declaration was made which spoke 
to the world of posterity in thunder 
tones: 

“We hold these truths to be self evi-

bat | dent: That all men are created equal; 


that they are endowed by their Crea- 
tor with certain unalfenable rights, 
among which are life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.” 

The new Liberty bell is essentially 
an American product, says the Detroit 
Free Press, but the old bell was cast in 
London, and the order for it was sent a 
year before it was received in this 
country. At last it came in 1752, and 
before it was landed from the ship that 
brought it hundreds of people went to 
inspect it and rejoiced in its coming. It 
was all that had been expected,-but an 
accident ruined its clear tone and muti- 
lated it so badly that it had to be re- 
cast. Isaac Norris, Esq., speaker of the 
colonial assembly, was given the super- 
intendence of the task, and to him is 

| ascribed the honor of having originally 

| suggested the motto, “Proclaim liberty 
throughout the land and to all the in- 
habitants thereof.” 

The reason of the breaking of the first 
bell was that it was too brittle, and 
its tone was too high and shrill. But the 
new bell was considered perfect, and, 
mounted on its pedestal in the old state- 

} house at Philadelphia, it rang in the 
birth of freedom on July 4, 1776, and its 
reverberation still echoes in the hearts 
of Americans everywhere. 
The old statehouse bell, time hallowed bell, 
Thy magic tones were first to tell 
In thunder peals a nation free! 

For 50 years the bell of freedom kept 
the national jubilee. Then it cracked 
and became silent. During the world’s 
fair it was conveyed, a mute object of 
| patriotic adoration, from Philadelphia 
to Chicago, and there exhibited. No dis- 
tinguished traveler was ever escorted 
with more care and watchfulness or re- 
ceived more homage from the patriotic 
people who everywhere greeted its com- 
ing. 

In the New England states the 
Fourth of July is celebrated with great- 
est ardor. Cannon are fired at sunrise, 
and the ringing of bells, the snapping 
and cracking of firecrackers and the 
shouts of the juveniles make a noise 
that is deafening, but welcome. Later 
in the day there Is a meeting of the 
military, and the bearing of flags and 
beating of drums add to the glory of 
the spectacle. Picnics are attended at 
rural groves, orations are made by 
speakers selected for the occasion, and 
the nation’s birthday is celebrated by 
a fitting demonstration of enthusiasm, 
; skyrockets and illumination ending the 
sport. 

The manufacture of fireworks for the 
| Fourth of July is one of the industries 
of the country. The Roman candles, set 
pieces, hissing skyrockets which turn 
into many colored serpents, stars, flow- 
| ers, prismatic fountains, comets with 
long tails of variegated colors, the “dev- 
{l among the tailors’ and a hundred 
other fantastic sorts are made in Amer- 
| ica. The factories for the manufacture 
| of fireworks are seldom located in cities 
| on account of the dangerous explosives 
employed, but in some quiet spot where 
a little village of 50 or more cottages 
surrounds the factory, all being inclosed 
by a high board fence, upon which the 
placard “No Admittance” is conspicu- 
ously painted. Women and girls are 
employed in the less dangerous work of 
preparing the cases, while men and 
| boys work with the combustible filling.

HISTORY OF OUR FLAG. 


| How Betsy Ross and Congress In 
| 1777 Designed Old Glory. 

A brief history of the flag of the 
United States may be appreciated just 
here, as there are doubtless many 
whose views on the particulars of its 
origin are a bit hazy. Its history is 
our history and cannot but be inter- 
esting. 

In the time of the Revolutionary war 
there lived in a little house on Arch 
street, Philadelphia, a young woman 
by the name of Betsy Ross. The little 
brick house still stands and is known 
as No. 239. It was the second house 
built in Philadelphia, its bricks coming 
over with William Penn in the ship 
Welcome. 

Betsy Ross was known as an expert 
needlewoman and had made a reputa- 
tion at her calling, it is said, by mak- 
ing the ruffles for the shirts of General 
Washington. So when congress, in 
1777, appointed a committee, with the 
general thereon, to design a flag, the 
committee very naturally went to her. 

They made a rough draft of the flag, 
the design consisting of alternate red 
and white stripes and 13 six pointed 
stars on a background of blue. This 
was shown her, and she suggested the 


.| substitution of the five pointed stars. 


Her suggestion was approved. 

The color of the stripes was possibly 
suggested by the red flag of the army 
and the white flag of the navy in use 
some time previously. 

The flag was adopted by congress on 
June 14, 1777. Betsy soon after mar- 

jried John Maypole, «nd for many 

years they held the contract for mak- 
ing flags for the fleet in the Delaware. 
There Is a record in the treasury of an 
order dated May, 1777, to pay Betsy 
Ross £14 12s. 2d. for making flags for 
the Delaware river fleet. 

And what of Betsy Maypole? Her 

j nimble fingers are dust now, and her 
bones lie in Mount Moriah cemetery. 
She lived to the ripe age of 84 and died 
in 1836, but the flag of the Union, wav- 
ing forever, will keep her memory 
green.—St. Louls Post-Dispatch. 


Early Fourths in Boston. 
Edward Everett Hale tells of one of 
the earliest Fourth of July celebrations 
of his remembrance. It was that of 
the year 1833, and on that day for the 
first time a great chorus of school chil- 
dren sang “My Country, ’Tis of Thee.” 
He speaks of a favorite poem of that 
day which was much in evidence on 
the Fourth. It was written by Royall 
Tyler, and its beginning was: 
Squeak the fife and beat the drum, 
Independence day has come. 
It was just about this time that the 


character of the celebration of the an- 
niversary of the birtliday of American’ 


independence began to change. Pa- 
rades were held as usual, but nolse be- 
gan to take the place of speeches, and 
in the larger towns of the reading of 
the Declaration of Independence, which 
bad always been a feature of the cele- 
bration. 

The opening of trade with China 
brought in the small firecrackers, and 
American factories soon found the 
means of making big ones. Noise asa 
sumed the scepter and bas reigned ever 
‘ since.— Boston Globe. 


NOTES FROM MANILA. 


Interesting Facts About Schools 
In the Philippines, 


IN GREAT DEMAND. 


| TEACHERS 


Ardor of the Natives to Learn Eng- 
lish — Mohammedan Teachers For 
the Sulus to Be Brought From In- 
dia—Cunning Tricks of a Filipino 
Colonel, 


The schoolmaster is abroad in the 
Philippines, making some recompense 
for the ravages of war and doing what 
he can—much probably—to create good 
feeling and prevent a recurrence of hos- 
tilities, writes the Manila correspond- 
ent of the New York Post under the 
date of May 18. Nearly everywhere he 
goes he is welcomed, the impulsive 
Filipinos showing a great desire for 
education generally and acquirement of 
the English language particularly. Pro- 
fessor Atkinson, superintendent of 
schools, after a tour of the provinces 
in southern Luzon, feels that he will 
need to double his order for a thousand 
English speaking teachers in order to 
meet the demands of the people of the 
archipelago. Even Mindanao is to have 
its English schools. English speaking 
teachers of the Mohammedan faith are 
to be brought from India. 

Nearly every pacified town {n Luzon 
and in some of the other islands has 
its schools. The American soldiers have 
turned readily from fighting to teach- 
ing. Many of them are as enthusiastic 
as teachers as they were as fighters. 
When the sword was sheathed, several 
of the officers turned their attention to 
the preparation of suitable textbooks 
for the native schools. In Cebu two 
valuable contributions of this character 
have been made, one an English-Span- 
ish Visayan dictionary and the other a 
reader in the same languages. Captain 
John H. Goldman, governor of Batan 
provinee, says that there are schools 
in nearly every town under his juris- 
diction. He has one English teacher 
for each town, but needs more. He 
believes that in six months English will 
be spoken by the younger people 
throughout the province. 

Here in Manila a vacation normal 
school, attended by native teachers 
from many provinces in Luzon, has 
just ended. It is pronounced a success 
both in point of attendance and in the 
interest shown. The aim was to illus- 
trate to the Filipino teachers the mod- 
ern methods of education. What the 
Filipinos much need is industrial edu- 
eation. They are quick to learn, “han- 
dy” and as imitative as the Japanese, 
and if taught how to work in modern 
ways with !mproved tools they would 
becomé formidable industrial compet!- 
tors within such limitations as the cli- 
mate enforces. There is hope of the es- 
tablishment in Manila of one or more 
industrial schools through the efforts 
of the Red Cross association. Mrs. 
Capron, widow of Captain Allyn K. 
Capron, Jr., sent here by Miss Clara 
Barton to ascertain Manila’s special 
needs, will report that industrial 
schools are more needed than hospitals. 
Money for the creation of such schools 
may be forthcoming. Mrs. Capron tells 
of the readiness of several wealthy 
men of New York city, acting together, 
to establish such a school, and she 
knows of two wealthy ladies in Phila- 
delphia who are anxious to contribute 
to such a purpose. 

Two pleasing stories are brought to 
Manila from Iloilo of the cunning of 
Quintin Salas, a Filipino colonel, long 
sought by the American soldiers, but 
not found until he surrendered himself. 
The first tells of his meeting with the 
American Lieutenant Conger. Out in 
Dumang#s country some time last year 
Conger ran across what purported to 
be an insurgent hospital camp. He 
found in charge a very courteous med- 
ical officer, with a red cross on his arm, 
who greeted his American visitors cor- 
dially while he busied himself with his 
patients. Farther along the trail a Fill- 
pino was captured, who, when put to 
the “third degree,” said that the hos- 
pital camp was a ruse and its medical 
officer none other than Salas. A quick 

return to the supposed hospital dis- 

closed no patients and no surgeon. The 
other story concerns Captain Raysor of 
the Forty-fourth infantry, who was 
also hunting Salas. On his “hike” Cap- 
tain Raysor met a hombre whose of- 
fered service as a guide was gladly ac- 
cepted. The guide seemed to know the 
country very well and showed the cap- 
tain more bypaths, lanes, short cuts 
and incidentally bard trails than he 
possibly could have found alone. They 
: 


did not find much of anything else, 
however, and when the force was thor- 
oughly fagged out the guide volunteer- 
ed to go ahead and do a little scouting 
alone. He did not return. Recently 
while in Iloilo Captain Raysor was in- 
troduced to Colonel Quintin Salas by 
Major Noble and could hardly believe 
his eyes as he recognized his erstwhile 
guide of the swamps. 

On May 1 the Spanish gunboat the 
Marques del Duero was raised from the 
bottom of the harbor, where she had 
been sent by Admiral Dewey just three 
years before. It is an 800 ton boat, 
with twin screws and a light battery, 
and is said to be in excellent condition. 
Preparations are being made to raise 
two more of the sunken Spanish ships.

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; FIRECRACKERS, 


How They Are Now Manafactured In 
the United States. 

A few years ago all the firecrackers 
with which American boys and girls 
celebrated the Fourth of July were 
brought over from China. But Yankee 
ingenuity soon found a way to make its 
own firecrackers, and now the Chinese 
actually celebrate with the fireworks of 
the finer kinds sent over from America, 
says the Chicago Record. 

The Chinese probably made firecrack- 
ers thousands of years ago. They were 
the first to discover gunpowder, and 
the very old books tell how the Chinese 
had a curious art of making “devouring 
fire’ and causing the earth “to thunder 
right terribly.” The discovery of pow- 
der was due to the presence of vast 
beds of saltpeter in the plains of China 
and Indla. Some Chinaman was camp- 
ing perhaps near these beds and left 
some charcoal from his campfire. In 
some way the saltpeter and the char- 
coal became mixed, and the next camp- 
er who built his fire in that spot was 
no doubt startled by seeing the rocks 
blaze up furiously. It was only a step 
then to the addition of sulphur to this 
flashing powder and presently to the 
production of fireworks. 

Firecrackers are made by hand in 
China, but the Yankee has invented & 
few simple but effective devices by 
means of which an American girl can 
make as many crackers in one day as 
15 or 20 Chinamen and make them bet- 
ter too. 

The firecracker tubes are made by 
rolling sheets of strawboard over a 
steel roll, forming a tube just the size 
of the intended firecracker. The fuse 
is of spun cotton, soaked in a mixture 
of starch and fine gunpowder, and fs 
fastened into the tube by means of 8 
packing of clay, which bardens into a 
firm plug. 

The explosive mixture, which {s o: 
charcoal, bichromate of potash and chlo- 
rate of potash, is put into the crackers 
100 at a time, and the bottom is then 
plugged with a bit of cork, which 1s 
rammed down hard on the powder. 
After being dried for a time the crack- 
ers are by girls coated with red and 
green and yellow paper and then braid- 
ed Into bunches and packed away to 
await the Fourth of July. Chinese fire 
crackers may still be had in the mar 
ket, but they are generally regarded a. 
less excellent in quality than those 
made in this country. But they will 
all pop, and that {s all any boy wants. 


FOURTH OF JULY TRICKS. 


A Few That Will Help. You Celebrate 
the Day. 

To make a well of fire, says the Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean, to 12 ounces of water 
in an earthenware basin add gradually 
2 ounces of sulphuric acid. Then add 
to this, also gradually, about three-quar- 
ters of an ounce of granulated zinc. A 
rapid production of bydrogen gas will 
instantly take place. Then add from 
time to time a few small pieces of 
phosphorus. A multitude of gas bub 
bles will be produced, which will fire 
on the surface of the effervescing liq- 
uid. The whole surface of the liquid 
will become luminous, and fire balls, 
with jets of flame, will dart from the 
bottom through the fluid with great ra- 
pidity and a hissing noise. 

To set a combustible body on fire by 
the contact of water, fill a saucer with 
water and let fall into it a piece of po- 
tassium of the size of a peppercorn. 
The potassium will instantly burst into 
flame, with 1 slight explosion, and burn 
vividly on the surface of the water, 
darting at the same time from one side 
of the vessel to the other with great 
violence in the form of a beautiful red- 
hot fireball. 

For the experiment called animated 
fire put some small pieces of camphor 
in a basin ef pure water. A very pe- 
culiar motion commences at once, some 
of the pieces turning as if on an axis, 
others go steadily round the vessel, 
some seem to be pursuing others, and 
thus they continue forming a curioug 
and pleasing appearance. But if a sin- 
gle drop of sulphuric acid be put inte 
the water the motion of the camphor 
stops instantly. If a piece of camphor 
is lighted and then carefully placed on 
the water, it burns with a bright flame, 
moving about with great rapidity, as if 
in search of something, but is instantly 
stopped by a drop of sulphuric acid.
